His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council 
then  withdrawing,  the  Senate  was  called  to  order  by  William 
R.  Jarvis,  clerk  of  the  Senate  of  last  session.

Senator  Maynard  cast  one  ballot  and  the  Hon.  Thomas  N". 
Hastings,  having  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast,  was  declared 
elected  President. 

The  Chair  requested  Senators  JeAvett  of  District  ISTo.  6  and 
Danforth  to  conduct  the  President  to  the  chair. 

The  President,  having  assumed  the  chair,  addressed  the 
Senate  as  follows: 

•Notpresent.    Appeared  and  qualified  January  U. 
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Se7iators: 

I  can  only  thank  you  most  sincerely  at  this  time  for  your 
very  great  kindness  in  making  me  your  presiding  officer,  but  I 
will  endeavor  to  more  fully  express  to  you  my  appreciation  and 
gratitude  by  my  efforts  to  serve  3^ou  honestly  and  impartially. 

We  have  assembled  here  today  to  begin  the  important  duties 
intrusted  to  us  by  our  constituents,  and  promote  the  interests 
of  the  state  we  love.  We  have  come,  too,  at  a  time  when  there 
is  cause  for  great  rejoicing  throughout  the  country;  when  the 
sufferings  of  an  outraged  and  downtrodden  people  have  been 
alleviated  by  the  humane  intercession  of  our  liberty-loving 
country,  and  their  march  of  civilization  and  progress  has  be- 
gun. With  the  American  flag  floating  over  the  islands  of 
Cuba  and  the  Philippines,  their  liberty,  protection,  and  pros- 
perity are  assured. 

In  considering  the  various  questions  which  will  confront  us, 
we  must  remember  that  economy  should  be  our  watchword  at 
all  times,  and  we  should  not  be  prodigal  of  that  which  right- 
fully belongs  to  others.  We  can  well  afford  to  have  what  is 
necessary,  but  we  should  not  indulge  in  luxuries  until  we  are 
out  of  debt.  It  is  not  for  us  to  practice  our  economy  on  our 
necessities  but  on  our  luxuries.  If  the  work  which  lies  before 
us  could  be  confined  to  the  enactment  of  only  such  laws  as 
were  necessary,  very  little  time  would  be  required  to  perform 
and  complete  our  duties  here.  Past  experience  has  taught  me 
that  a  considerable  portion  of  our  work  ^vill  be  to  prevent  the 
enactment  of  unwise  and  unnecessary  laws,  but  I  have  no  fears 
but  that  the  best  interests  of  the  state  will  be  considered  by  us 
at  all  times. 

Senators,  Again  I  thank  you  most  heartily  for  your  con- 
fidence and  kindness,  and  extend  to  each  of  you  my  most  cor- 
dial greeting. 

The  Chair  now  awaits  your  pleasure.

The  objects  of  this  corporation  shall  be  to  provide 
and  maintain  in  said  Manchester  a  home  for  indigent  and 
neglected  Protestant  children,  to  provide  suitable  care  and  in- 
struction for  said  children,  and  to  otherwise  promote  their 
welfare,  and  the  city  of  Manchester  is  hereby  authorized  to 
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exemjDt  the  property  of  said  corporation  from  taxation  for  such 
term  of  years  as  it  may  deem  proper. 

The  report  was  accepted,  the  amendments  adopted,  and 
the  bill  as  amended  ordered  to  a  third  reading  tomorrow  morn- 
ing at  11  o'clock.

Said  corporation  is  authorized  and  empowered 
to  locate,  construct,  and  maintain  a  railroad  not  exceeding  six 
rods  in  width,  with  the  necessary  additions  for  excavations 
and  embankments  and  sidetracks,  from  a  point  on  the  line  of 
the  Fitchburg  Eailroad  in  the  to\vn  of  Milford  to  such  point 
in  the  city  of  Manchester  as  would  be  passed  over  in  the  con- 
struction of  a  railroad  on  the  most  direct  and  feasible  route 
from  said  point  on  said  Iitchburg  Eailroad  to  said  point  in 
the  city  of  Manchester,  with  the  right  to  lease  itself  to  any 
railroad  corporation  in  manner  and  form  consistent  with  the 
laws  of  this  state,  with  the  right  to  connect  in  said  Milford 
and  in  said  Manchester  with  any  existing  railroads. 

Sect.  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  con- 
sist of  such  number  of  shares  of  the  par  value  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  determined  by  the 
directors  of  said  corporation,  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  corporation  may  borrow  money  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  an 
extent  not  exceeding  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  but 
not  exceeding  the  capital  stock  actually  issued  and  paid  in 
from  time  to  time,  and  issue  its  bonds  or  other  obligations 
therefor,  and  secure  the  same  by  mortgage  upon  tlie  property, 
rights,  and  franchises  of  said  corporation. 

Sect.  5.  A  toll  is  hereby  granted  to  said  corporation  upon 
all  persons  and  property  which  may  be  transported  by  said 
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railroad  company  at  such,  rates  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
determined  by  the  board  of  directors  consistent  with  the  laws 
of  this  state. 

Sect.  6.  Any  two  of  the  above-named  grantees  may  call 
the  first  meeting  of  said  corporation  by  publishing  a  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  in  some  newspaper  published  in  Milford, 
at  least  one  week  previous  to  the  day  of  meeting. 

S-ECT.  7.  This  act  shall  be  void  unless  said  railroad  is  con- 
structed and  completed  within  two  years  from  the  passage  of 
this  bill.

The  Clerk  then  called  the  House  to  order,  and  stated  that 
the  first  business  before  the  House  was  the  election  of  a  tem- 
porary presiding  officer. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Batchelder  of  Keene,  Hon.  John  D.  Ly- 
man of  Exeter  was  elected  temporary  chairman,  and  was 
escorted  to  the  chair  by  a  committee  consisting  of  Messrs. 
Batchelder  of  Keene  and  Chadwick  of  Exeter. 

Rising  to  a  question  of  privilege,  Mr.  Cogswell  of  Gilman- 
ton  made  a  statement  to  the  House  concerning  the  election  of 
a  representative  from  the  town  of  New  Hampton,  and  offered 
the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

Besohed,  That  Francis  A.  Emerson  is  entitled  to  a  seat  in 
this  body  as  the  Representative  from  the  town  of  New  Hamp- 
ton, and  that  the  clerk  is  hereby  directed  to  place  his  name  on 
the  roll  of  the  House  as  such. 

Francis  A.  Emerson,  having  been  qualified  by  His  Excel- 
lency the  Governor,  appeared  and  took  his  seat  as  a  member  of 
the  House. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  French  of  Moultonborough,  the  House 
proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  speaker  by  ballot.  The  tempo- 
rary chairman  appointed  Messrs.  French  of  Moultonborough 
and  Jackman  of  Pelham  a  committee  to  receive,  sort  and

Frank  D.  Currier  had 258 

and  Frank  D.  Curi-ier,  having  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast, 
was  declared  duly  elected  Speaker. 

The  Speaker  was  conducted  to  the  chair  by  a  committee  con- 
sisting of  Messrs.  G.  W.  Abbott  of  Concord,  Bartlett  of  Man- 
chester, and  Keyes  of  Milford,  and  addressed  the  House  as  fol- 
lows: 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives: 

For  the  great  honor  you  have  done  me  you  have  my  heartfelt 
thanks.  My  only  aim  will  be  to  so  discharge  the  duties  of  this 
responsible  position  that  every  member  and  every  measure 
shall  have  a  fair  and  courteous  hearing.  I  recognize  fully  that 
I  cannot  successfully  administer  the  office  of  Speaker  unless  I 
have  at  all  times  your  cordial  support,  and  upon  that  I  confi- 
dently rely.    I  await  the  pleasure  of  the  House. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bartlett  of  Manchester, — Resolved,  That 
Henry  E.  Brock  of  Conway  be  elected  clerk  and  William  H. 
Topping  of  ]\[anchester  be  elected  assistant  clerk  of  the  House 
of  Eepresentatives  for  the  ensuing  two  years. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Mitchell  of  Epping, — Resolved,  That 
Charles  E.  Buzzell  of  Laconia  be  elected  sergeant-at-arms  and 
Edward  P.  Hunt  of  Harrisville,  Charles  W.  Torr  of  Dover, 
John  Woodward  of  Littleton,  and  Martin  L.  Piper  of  Auburn 
be  elected  doorkeepers  of  the  House  of  Eepresentatives  for  the 
ensuing  two  years. 

Henry  E.  Brock  and  AVilliam  H.  Topping  then  appeared  and 
were  duly  qualified  by  taking  the  oath  as  clerk  and  assistant 
clerk  respectively.

geant-at-arms,  and  is  now  ready  to  proceed  with  the  business 
of  the  session. 

MESSAGE.  FEOM   THE   GOVERNOR. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  His  Excellency 
the  Governor  by  the  Honorable  Secretary  of  State: 

To  the  HonoraUe  Senate  and  the  House  of  Hepresentatives  in 

General  Court  convened: 

The  War  with  Spain,  commenced,  carried  on,  and  brought 
to  a  successful  termination  during  the  past  year,  seems  to  war- 
rant a  departure  from  recent  customs  and  to  call  for  a  commu- 
nication from  the  retiring  executive. 

On  the  second  day  of  April  last,  the  President  of  the  United 
States  made  a  call  for  125,000  volunteers.  The  quota  of  New 
Hampshire  was  fixed  at  one  regiment,  to  be  armed  and 
Equipped  for  immediate  service  in  the  field. 

After  consultation  with  the  Honorable  Council,  I  decided 
that,  as  there  were  sufficient  available  funds  in  the  treasury, 
it  would  not  be  necessary  to  call  an  extra  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature in  ordei-  to  meet  the  necessary  expense  to  be  incurred 
in  fitting  out  the  regiment. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  state  consented  to  honor  the  request 
of  the  Governor  and  Council,  and  to  pay  the  amount  of  the 
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expense  aiiiliorized  by  them,  and  to  carx}"  the  same  as  a  claim 
against  the  general  government  and  as  a  part  of  the  assets  of 
the  state. 

Accompanying  the  President's  call  was  a  suggestion  that 
members  of  the  National  Guard  should  be  taken  as  volunteers, 
in  preference  to  others  who  might  be  ready  to  enter  the  public 
service. 

Our  entire  National  Guard,  through  their  respective  regi- 
mental commanders.  Cols.  Eobert  H.  Rolfe,  Jason  E.  Tolles, 
and  Walter  W.  Scott,  made  a  tender  of  their  services. 

It  was  understood  at  the  time  of  the  call  that  one  of  our 
regiments  of  eight  companies  would  fill  the  requisition,  and 
the  Third  IJegiment,  whose  commander,  Robert  H.  Rolfe,  was 
the  senior  colonel  in  our  brigade,  was  selected  as  the  regiment 
with  which  to  fill  the  quota.  Subsequently  the  term  regiment 
was  construed  by  the  general  government  to  mean  a  body  of 
men  composed  of  twelve  companies,  each  company  consisting 
of  eighty-one  enlisted  men,  with  the  usual  number  of  officers. 
By  virtue  of  authority  reposed  in  the  Governor  of  the  state, 
two  companies  were  temporarily  detached  from  the  First  Regi- 
ment, the  same  number  from  the  Second  Regiment,  and  made 
parts  of  the  regiment  with  which  to  fill  the  quota  of  the  state. 
About  five  hundred  national  guardsmen,  in  service  at  the 
time  of  the  call,  became  volunteers  in  our  war  regiment.  The 
twelve  companies  were  recruited  to  the  required  number  by 
men  who  had  seen  service  in  the  National  Guard,  and  by 
others  who  joined  the  National  Guard  in  order  that  they 
might  become  members  of  the  First  New  Hampshire  Regi- 
ment in  the  War  with  Spain. 

The  reg]ment  went  into  camp  at  Concord  May  2,  and  left 
the  state  for  Camp  Thomas,  Ga.,  May  17.  New  Hampshire 
was  one  of  the  first  states,  if  not  the  first,  to  send  its  full 
quota  into  the  field. 

The  aniouut  of  cash  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  at  the  request 
of  the  Governor  and  Council,  on  account  of  the  organization 
of  the  regiment,  was  $53,426.48. 

The  claim  against  the  general  government,  amounting  to 
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$51,868.89,  has  been  presented  and  is  now  in  process  of  set- 
tlement. 

Under  the  second  call  of  the  President,  the  state  was  re- 
quired to  furnish  three  hundred  and  eighteen  additional  men. 
These  men  were  recruited  by  a  detail  of  officers  from  the  regi- 
ment, who  came  to  the  state  for  that  purpose,  and  were  dis- 
tributed among  the  twelve  companies  of  the  existing  regiment, 
making  its  maximum  strength  1,327  officers  and  men. 

Prior  to  the  first  call  of  the  President,  the  National  Guard 
had  been  ordered  into  camp  at  Concord  the  13th  day  of  June, 
but  in  consideration  of  the  fact  that  so  large  a  number  of  our 
National  Guard  would,  at  tliat  time,  be  in  the  United  States 
service,  I  decided  to  vacate  the  order  for  camp,  and  did  so  by 
proclamation  dated  May  24.  By  reason  of  this  order  there 
remains  in  the  treasury  $23,341.45  of  the  annual  appropriation 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  National  Guard. 

As  the  summer  was  drawing  to  a  close,  serious  questions 
arose  as  to  rlie  sanitary  condition  of  Camp  Thomas.  In  obedi- 
ence to  the  Avish  of  the  people  of  the  state  generally,  an  at- 
tempt was  made  to  ascertain  the  health  conditions  surrounding 
our  volunteers  in  the  field.  Councilor  George  W.  Cummings 
visited  the  (;amp,  and  as  a  result  of  his  visit  movements  were 
organized  to  bring  home  all  sick  and  disabled  soldiers,  the 
general  government  providing  the  means  of  transportation 
and  its  officers  co-operating  in  every  way. 

The  number  of  our  citizens,  physicians,  and  others  aiding 
in  this  most  creditable  work  is  so  large  that  I  cannot  enumer- 
ate them  in  this  connection.  The  Margaret  Pillsbury  Hos- 
pital and  the  Women's  Hospital  at  Concord;  the  Elliot  Hospi- 
tal, the  Hospital  of  the  Sacred  Heart,  and  L'Hospital  de 
Notre  Dame  de  Lourdes  at  Manchester;  the.  Cottage  Hospital 
at  Portsmouth;  the  Cottage  Hospital  at  Exeter;  the  Elliot 
Hospital  at  Keene;  the  Cottage  Hospital  at  Laconia;  the  Cot- 
tage Hospital  at  Claremont  opened  their  doors  to  these  re- 
turning soldiers,-  nearly  al]  of  Mhoni  were  prostrated  with 
typhoid  fever. 

The  passage  of  time  has  fully  justified  the  vigorous  policy 
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by  which  tJiosc  men  were  brought  home.  In  all,  two  hundred 
and  twenty  men  received  treatment  in  the  hos])itals  of  the 
state,  and  tour  at  the  City  Hospital  at  Boston. 

The  small  death  rate  among  the  soldiers  in  our  hospitals 
testifies  to  the  efficiency  with  which  the  men  were  cared  for. 
No  agreement  was  made  with  the  hospitals  as  to  charges,  as 
it  was  impossible  to  make  estimates  in  advance  of  actual  treat- 
ment. It  is  expected  that  the  care  and  nursing  of  our  men 
in  hospitals  prior  to  the  mustering  out  of  the  regiment  will  be 
paid  by  tlic  general  government.  These  charges  amount  to 
$9,664.24,  and  specifications  have  been  forwarded  to  the 
proper  department  at  Washington.  But  in  order  that  the 
management  of  the  hospitals  might  know  with  whom  they 
were  dealing,  and  in  order  that  every  returning  soldier  in  need 
of  hospital  treatment  could  have  it,  with  the  advice  of  the 
Council,  I  undertook  to  pledge  the  credit  of  the  st^te  to  meet 
all  these  expenses,  provided  they  ■were  not  paid  out  of  the 
treasury  of  the  United  States. 

Very  soon  after  the  departure  of  the  regiment  for  the  South, 
an  association  was  organized,  known  as  the  "Kew  Hampshire 
Soldiers'  Aid  Society,"  with  a  board  of  nine  managers,  and 
other  officers.  Although  the  Governor  and  his  five  Councilors 
were  members  of  the  board  of  managers,  the  affairs  of  the 
society  were  carried  on  independently  of  the  state  authorities. 
This  society  collected  by  voluntary  subscription  $4,984.91. 
All  cases  of  need  upon  the  pa.rt  of  families  of  soldiers  in  the 
field,  so  far  as  they  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the  ofllcers  of 
the  society,  were  met  and  relieved.  Several  hundred  dollars 
was  sent  to  the  regiment  and  used  in  the  purchase  of  supplies 
for  the  hospital,  in  addition  to  what  was  furnished  by  the 
medical  department  of  the  army.  The  entire  expense  of 
relief  trains  sent  to  meet  returning  soldiers,  and  afterwards 
the  regiment,  Avas  paid  by  the  society.  The  comparatively 
small  amouni;  of  fimds  remaining  in  the  treasury-  will  be  judi- 
ciously used  by  the  board  of  managers. 

Our  regiment,  after  a  service  of  three  months  and  fifteen 
days  in  camp  at  Chickaraauga  Park,  Ga.,  the  most  trying  ser- 
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vice  the  soldier  is  called  ,upon  to  endure,  but  in  which  its 
officers  and  men  bore  themselves  in  such  manner  as  to  reflect 
credit  upon  the  state,  returned  to  camp  at  Concord,  and  on 
the  31st  day  of  October  was  mustered  out  of  service. 

By  General  Order  ISTo.  13,  dated  JSTovember  1,  1898,  the  two 
companies  temporarilv  detached  from  the  First  and  Second 
Eegiments  were  assigned  to  their  former  places,  so  that  at  the 
present  time  our  National  Guard  has  the  same  regimental 
organization  that  it  had  before  the  formation  of  the  First 
Eegiment  of  New  Hampshire  Volunteers  in  the  war  with 
Spain. 

Tn  answering  the  calls  of  the  President,  and  in  attempting 
to  maintain  the  good  name  of  the  state,  I  have  been  greatly 
assisted  by  the  members  of  the  Council,  the  Secretary  of 
State,  the  State  Treasurer,  the  Adjutant-General,  and  our 
citizens  generally. 

In  conclusion,  I  respectfully  request  the  General  Court,  at 
an  early  day,  to  approve  the  action  of  the  State  Treasurer  in 
the  disbursements  he  has  made  by  airection  of  the  Governor 
and  Council,  and  herein  fully  set  forth;  and  also  to  take  such 
action  in  regard  to  the  claims  of  the  several  hospitals  herein 
named  as  will  insure  a  speedy  reimbursement  for  services  ren- 
dered, and  money  expended  in  an  emergency,  at  the  request  of 
the  same  officials.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Fuller  of  Exeter, — Resolved,  That  the 
drawing  of  seats  be  made  a  special  order  for  this  afternoon  at 
2  o'clock. 

On  motion  of  IMr.  Clough  of  Manchester, — Resolved,  That 
the  Speaker  of  the  House  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  the 
following  messengers  and  pages  of  the  House:  A  messenger 
who  shall  have  charge  of  the  cloak  room  corridor:  two  mes- 
sengers who  shall  be  under  the  joint  direction  of  the  ser- 
geant-at-arms and  the  State  Librarian,  and  whose  first  duty 
shall  be  to  answer  calls  of  members  for  books,  documents, 
and  papers  in  the  custody  of  the  State  Librarian,  and  be  re- 
sponsible for  their  return,  and  distribute  the  mail  coming  to 
the  House,  and  also  five  pages  in  attendance  upon  the  House.

The  question  being  upon  the  substitution  of  the  resolution 
offered  by  Mr.  Churchill  for  that  offered  by  Mr.  Remich,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Remich  of  Littleton,  the  resolutions  were  laid 
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upon  the  table  and  made  the  special  order  for  this  afternoon, 
immediately  after  the  drawing  of  seats. 

Mr.  Cloiigh  of  Alton  offered  the  folloAving  resolution  and 
moved  its  adoption: — Resolved,  That/ unless  otherwise  or- 
dered, the  hours  of  assembling  of  the  House  be  11  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon  and  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  resolution, 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

Mr.  Stockwell  of  Claremont  moved  to  amend  by  striking 
out  the  words  "3  o'clock''  and  inserting  the  words  "2  o'clock^* 
in  place  thereof.

to  that  duty;  that  the  Governor-elect  had  accepted  said  office, 
and  would  meet  the  Senate  and  House  of  Eepresentatives  in 
convention  at  the  earliest  convenient  time  to  take  the  oath  of 
office  and  make  such  communication  as  he  might  deem  proper.

sent Your  Excellency  with  a  copy  of  the  constitution  of  the 
state  as  a  guide  in  the  discharge  of  your  official  duties. 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  then  read  the  following  mes- 


Gentlcmen  of  the  Senate  arul  House  of  Representatives: 

The  reduction  of  the  state  tax  by  the  Legislature  of  1897 
led  to  an  increased  interest  on  the  part  of  our  people  in  the 
condition  of  the  state's  finances,  and  a  statement  of  the  state 
debt  at  this  time,  the  dates  of  its  maturity  and  the  provi- 
sions for  its  payment,  may  be  a  guide  to  the  Legislature  in 
the  work  it  has  to  do  and  the  appropriations  it  is  called  upon 
to  make.

The  war  debt  of  the  towns,  which  is  now  our  largest  obli- 
gation, is  maturing  in  annual  installments  of  $150,000,  the 
last  of  which  will  fall  due  January  1,  1905.  Since  this  debt 
first  began  to  mature  in  1892,  provision  has  been  made  in  our 
state  tax  for  its  payment,  and  at  no  time  have  we  had  occasion 
to  extend  the  date  of  payment. 

From  1905  until  1911  no  state  bonds  fall  due.  The  state 
tax  is  now  $425,000.  Since  the  last  Legislature  fixed  this 
amount  the  annual  interest  charge  has  been  reduced  $18,000 
by  the  j)ayment  of  two  annual  installments  of  war  debt.  In 
view  of  this  reduction  in  interest  charges  and  the  present  con- 
dition of  the  treasury,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  state  tajc 
can  l>e  still  further  reduced  by  this  Legislature  to  $400,000. 
In  six  years,  when  the  last  of  the  war  debt  of  the  towns  is  paid, 
it  will  no  longer  be  necessary  to  raise  the  $150,000  now  an- 
nually applied  to  the  payment  of  these  obligations,  and  the 
state  tax  can  be  further  reduced  by  that  amount  unless  the 
Legislature  in  its  wisdom  shall  see  fit  to  apply  a  part  of  this 
sum  to  such  public  works  as  will  promote  the  development  of 
the  state. 
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Comparisons  are  frequently  made  of  the  state  tax  with  what 
it  was  forty  years  ago,  and  a  contrast  of  the  expenses  then  and 
now  is  cited  as  evidence  of  extravagance  and  burdensome  taxa- 
tion. The  comparison  and  contrast  are  not  fair  without  tak- 
ing into  consideration  the  important  fact  that  a  state  tax  of 
$425,000  today  hears  more  lightly  upon  the  people  than  the 
smaller  tax  of  four  decades  ago.  At  the  earlier  date,  although 
the  tax  was  small,  it  bore  heavily  upon  the  towns  because  it 
had  to  be  met  by  direct  taxation,  whereas  today  the  corporation 
taxes,  which  include  the  savings  bank,  railroad,  and  insurance 
taxes,  collected  without  expense  to  the  towns,  in  a  very  large 
majority  of  these  communities  are  not  only  equal  to  their  state 
tax,  but  exceed  it,  so  that  there  is  a  balance  to  their  credit.  In 
141  towns  of  the  state  the  corporation  taxes  received  are  not 
only  sufficient  to  pay  their  state  tax,  but  they  leave  a  balance 
of  $193,988.69  for  the  use  of  those  towns,  while  in  the  94  towns 
of  the  state  where  the  corporation  taxes  are  not  equal  to  their 
state  tax,  the  aggregate  difference  they  are  obliged  to  pay  is 
only  $18,725.01.  The  state  tax,  therefore,  cannot  now  be  con- 
sidered as  a  burden  upon  the  towns  of  the  state.  The  railroad 
and  insurance  taxes  have  been  gradually  increasing  in  volume 
year  by  year,  and  the  turn  in  the  tide  of  savings  bank  deposits, 
so  that  there  is  now  a  slight  and  normal  gain  therein,  indicates 
that  the  revenue  to  the  towns  from  the  corporation  taxes  is  not 
likely  to  diminish  in  the  immediate  future.  The  early  pay- 
ment of  the  larger  part  of  our  bonded  obligations,  and  the  con- 
sequent reduction  in  the  state  tax,  is  a  condition  of  affairs  of 
which  the  people  of  the  state  may  well  be  proud,  especially 
when  it  is  contrasted  with  the  financial  condition  of  other 
states,  where  the  tendency  of  late  years  has  been  to  increase 
their  obligations  maturing  in  the  future  without  decreasing 
their  present  rate  of  taxation. 

In  general  an  excess  of  revenue  over  expenses,  such  as  New 
Hampshire  has  shown  for  the  past  quarter  of  a  century,  leads  to 
extravagance,  but  a  review  of  the  expenses  of  the  state  for  this 
period,  while  showing  the  progressive,  patriotic,  and  philan- 
thropic spirit  of  our  people,  is  not  subject  to  this  criticism.    In 
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analyzing  these  disbursements  it  will  be  seen  that  they  have 
been  devoted  to  the  jjublic  good  and  that  they  have  been  used 
for  such  specific  purposes  as  other  commonwealths  of  the 
Union  deem  essential  for  the  advancement  of  their  prosperity, 
the  happiness  of  their  people,  the  protection  of  their  homes, 
and  the  care  of  their  unfortunates.  The  cause  of  education,  of 
agriculture,  of  philanthropy,  of  law  and  order,  of  civic  pride 
and  patriotism  have  all  received  due  consideration.  It  would 
be  difficult  for  the  most  captious  critic  to  say  wherein  these  ex- 
penditures could  have  been  materially  lessened  without  detri- 
ment to  the  well  being  and  fame  of  the  state.  In  minor  mat- 
ters there  may  have  been  instances  of  too  great  liberality,  but 
reviewing  the  work  of  the  state  department  as  a  whole  for  the 
past  quarter  of  a  century,  it  would  be  difficult  to  see  wherein 
we  could  have  done  less. 

I  cannot  undertake  to  review  in  detail  the  work  of  all  the 
departments  of  the  state  government.  The  reports  of  the  va- 
rious departments  will  soon  be  laid  before  you,  and  I  ask  at 
your  hands  a  careful  consideration  of  the  recommendations 
therein  made.  I  shall  confine  myself  in  this  message  to  the 
following  specific  recommendations,  with  my  reasons  therefor: 

State  action  to  secure  improvement  of  our  highways. 

A  more  economical  method  of  doing  the  public  printing. 

An  investigation  of  the  tax  laws  of  the  state. 

An  allowance  to  soldiers  of  the  AVar  with  Spain,  and  a  testi- 
monial of  service. 

An  annual  examination  of  the  State  Treasurer's  accounts  by 
the  Bank  Commissioners. 

The  substitution  of  a  savings  bank  department  for  the  pres- 
ent commission. 

Payment  of  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  Eailroad  Com- 
missioners by  the  state. 

Uniformity  in  the  acts  creating  police  commissions. 

An  appropriation  for  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane. 

The  establishment  of  a  laboratory  in  connection  with  the 
State  Board  of  Health. 

Suitable  vaults  in  the  state  house  for  the  protection  of  rec- 
ords. 
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State  action,  if  necessary,  to  secure  proper  representation  of 
the  industries  of  New  Hampshire  at  the  Paris  Exposition. 

A  statute  to  provide  for  the  succession  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  in  case  of  vacancy. 

A  law  fixing  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  of  State  and  provid- 
ing for  the  payment  of  the  fees  of  the  office  to  the  treasury. 

An  equalization  of  the  school  privileges  of  the  state  for  the 
benefit  of  the  rural  sections. 

Forest  culture  and  preservation. 

Provision  for  the  representation  in  the  Legislature  of  the 
pro  rata  towns. 

Provisions  for  certain  reforms  in  the  militia. 

Some  of  the  foregoing  recommendations  require  only  a  pass- 
ing comment. 

The  subject  of  good  roads  was  deemed  of  sufficient  impor- 
tance by  the  dominant  party  i-n  this  state  to  incorporate  in  its 
platform  a  separate  plank  on  this  point,  which  reads  as  fol- 
lows: 

"We  favor  a  conservative  movement  for  the  permanent  im- 
provement of  the  public  roads  of  the  state.  Good  roads  en- 
hance the  value  of  property,  especially  in  the  farming  districts; 
attract  thousands  of  visitors  who  come  to  enjoy  the  grand 
scenery  and  healthful  influences  of  the  state;  shorten  the  dis- 
tance to  market;  and  are  potent  factors  in  the  development  of 
every  community.  We  favor  such  action  by  the  state  as  will 
bring  to  the  knowledge  of  local  officials  the  most  successful 
methods  of  maintaining  the  roads  committed  to  their  care." 

It  is  fair  to  assume  that  no  party  is  opposed  to  the  spirit  of 
this  resolution,  and  that  it  meets  with  the  approval  of  the  peo- 
ple of  the  state.  The  subject  was  discussed  by  the  master  of 
the  state  grange  in  his  recent  address  to  that  body,  in  which 
he  recommended  the  appointment  of  a  state  engineer  in  the 
interest  of  good  roads,  which  suggestion  was  indorsed  by  the 
grange.  The  resolution  adopted  by  the  Republican  state  con- 
vention approves  of  a  conservative  movement  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  highways  of  the  state.  It  is  a  beginning  which  is 
now  asked  that  shall  be  developed  and  extended  when  the 
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state  is  in  a  better  situation  to  lend  material  aid  to  such  im- 
provements. The  details  of  any  comprehensive  plan  for  the 
permanent  improvement  of  our  high\va5's  must  necessarily  be 
worked  out  with  care,  and  such  general  plan  must  be  in  pai't 
the  result  of  experience.  Yet  the  direct  and  indirect  benefits 
to  the  state  from  such  improvements  are  such  as  to  enlist  at 
this  time  your  most  earnest  efforts  that  some  beginning  be 
made.  I  suggest  that  a  small  sum  be  appropriated  for  the 
construction  of  a  model  section  of  highway  in  some  town  or 
towns,  which  will  appropriate  at  least  an  equal  sum,  the  en- 
tire expenditure  to  be  made  under  the  direction  of  a  tempo- 
rary commission,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil, and  to  serve  without  compensation,  the  commission  to 
have  authority  to  employ  a  competent  engineer. 
•  It  is  the  general  belief  that  the  state  printing  could  be  more 
economically  done.  It  is  the  one  item  of  our  expenditures 
which  is  most  freely  criticised.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is 
the  sentiment  of  the  people  of  the  state,  that  its  work,  while 
it  should  be  done  within  the  state,  should  be  subjected  to  com- 
petition. A  trial  of  tne  method  of  inviting  proposals  for  this 
Avork  would  be  but  following  the  course  pursued  by  other 
states,  and  is  in  line  with  good  business  methods. 

While  our  state  tax  bears  very  lightly  upon  the  people, 
there  is  sufficient  complaint  of  our  present  system  of  taxa- 
tion to  warrant  the  Legislature  in  making  an  inquiry  into  the 
system  with  a  view  to  its  improvement  and  relief  from  seem- 
ing inequalities.  The  subject  of  taxation  is  one  beset  with 
perplexities,  and  no  state  has  yet  developed  a  system  which  is 
free  from  criticism.  This  should  not  deter  the  Legislature 
from  iiivestigating  the  subject  with  a  view  to  remedying  in- 
equalities if  they  are  found  to  exist,  or  securing  a  better  en- 
forcement of  present  laws.  It  may  be  deemed  wise  for  the 
Legislature  to  appoint  a  joint  committee  to  inquire  into  and 
report  upon  our  present  method  of  assessing  taxes  and  as- 
certain whether  improvement  cannot  here  be  made.  Eadi- 
cal  changes  are  not  justified  by  the  knowledge  we  now  have 
on  this  subject.     Our  present  tax  laws  are  the  evolution  of 
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past  experience,  and  the  safer  coiirse  would  be  to  seek  their 
improvement  rather  than  to  experiment  with  novel  plans.  I 
especially  commend  to  yonr  attention  the  advisahihty  of  an 
inquiry  whether  a  general  exemption  from  taxation  should  be 
made  of  money  loaned  upon  New  Hampshire  real  estate  by 
our  citizens  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  5  per  cent. 

Some  of  the  states,  their  legislatures  being  in  session,  were 
able  to  vote  an  allowance  to  the  volunteers  who  enlisted  in 
the  War  with  Spain.  It  is  in  accord  with  the  spirit  of  our  peo- 
ple that  like  provision  should  be  made  by  New  Hampshire. 
A  state  testimonial  of  service  is  an  honorary  recognition  of 
their  services,  and  by  issuing  such  testimonial  we  shall  but 
follow  the  precedent  established  by  New  Hampshire  at  the 
close  of  the  Civil  War. 

It  has  been  the  custom  of  the  Governor  and  Council  acting* 
under  our  present  law  to  secure  yearly  the  services  of  an  audi- 
tor, usually  some  bank  man,  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  State 
Treasurer.  The  last  legislature  directed  the  Bank  Commis- 
sioners to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  asylum,  and  they  could 
with  equal  facility  audit  those  of  the  State  Treasurer. 

Without  reflecting  in  any  way  upon  the  work  of  the  present 
Bank  Commissioners,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  greater  effi- 
ciency would  be  secured  by  the  substitution  of  a  banking  de- 
partment for  the  present  Board  of  Savings  Bank  Commis- 
sioners. The  responsibility  is  more  clearly  fixed  in  one  head 
than  three,  and  the  expense  to  the  state,  even  with  the  addi- 
tional duty  thrown  upon  the  department  of  examining  the 
State  Treasurer's  accounts  and  auditing  the  monthly  bills  pre- 
sented to  the  Governor  and  Council  for  approval,  would  not 
be  greater  than  now.  As  the  superintendent  of  the  banking 
department  would  be  held  responsible  for  his  department,  he 
should  have  the  power  of  appointing  his  assistants.  If  the 
Legislature  is  not  prepared  to  provide  for  a  permanent  state 
auditor,  I  suggest  that  inquiry  be  made  to  ascertain  whether 
the  work  of  auditing  the  bills  against  the  state  could  not  be 
properly  performed  by  the  officials  having  supervision  of  the 
banks  without  interfering  with  their  other  duties. 
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The  present  method  of  advancing  the  sahiries  and  expenses 
of  the  Kailroad  Commissioners  from  the  state  treasury  and 
then  collecting  the  aggregate  sum  each  year  from  the  rail- 
roads, discredits  the  Railroad  Commissioners  and  is  wrong  in 
principle.  The  Railroad  Commission  should  be  removed  from 
any  suspicion  that  it  is  influenced  by  any  parties  having 
causes  before  it,  and  being  a  semi-judicial  tribunal,  its  mem- 
bers should  in  public  affairs  occupy  a  position  in  the  public 
mind  akin  to  that  of  judges  of  the  court.  I  recommend  that 
the  present  law  be  changed  so  that  the  state  shall  bear  the  ex- 
pense of  the  Railroad  Commission. 

Considerable  criticism  has  been  made  of  the  police  com- 
missions appointed  by  the  Governor  and  Council.  While  I 
am  opposed  to  police  commissions  on  principle,  I  am  clearly  of 
the  opinion  that  if  they  are  to  be  continued,  there  should  be 
uniformity  in  the  several  special  acts  authorizing  them.  In 
some  instances  there  is  complaint  that  there  is  a  conflict  of 
authority  between  them  and  the  municipal  officers  in  regard 
to  the  enforcement  of  certain  laws  of  the  state.  If  this  is  the 
fault  of  the  law,  it  ought  to  be  con-ected.  The  avowed  object 
in  establishing  these  commissions  was  to  take  the  police  out 
of  politics  and  thereby  secure  greater  eflTiciency  of  these  guar- 
dians of  the  peace.  Efficiency  is  not  secured  if  the  method 
of  the  appointment  of  police  officers  results  in  laxity  of  en- 
forcing any  of  the  laws  of  the  state. 

Since  the  passage  of  the  act  approved  March  25,  1897,  all 
investments  of  asylum  funds  have  received  the  approval  of  the 
Governor  and  Council  before  being  made,  as  appears  upon 
the  council  records.  The  question  as  to  the  ownership  of  the 
asylum,  submitted  to  the  Attorney-General  in  accordance 
with  an  act  of  the  Legislature  approved  March  24,  1897,  has 
been  examined  by  him,  and  he  finds  that  the  title  to  the  entire 
property  is  now  in  the  state  and  that  no  conveyance  from  the 
trustees  is  required,  as  appears  by  his  report  to  the  Governor 
and  Council  of  ]\Iay  17,  1897.  An  examination  of  the  financial 
management  and  condition  of  the  asylum  has  been  made  by 
the  Bank  Commissioners  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
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of  an  act  of  the  Legislature  approved  ]\Iarch  25,  1897,  and 
their  report  to  the  Governor  and  Council  has  been  printed 
and  will  be  laid  before  you.  The  present  needs  of  the  asylum 
are  set  forth  in  the  last  report  of  the  trustees  and  more  fully 
in  that  of  the  superintendent,  together  with  approximate  esti- 
mates of  the  cost  of  erecting  additional  buildings.  An  en- 
deavor has  been  made  to  submit  the  fullest  detailed  informa- 
tion to  the  Legislature  on  this  subject,  that  the  state  may  not 
be  remiss  in  her  duty  to  that  unfortunate  class,  the  insane. 
With  such  information  as  was  laid  before  the  last  Legislature, 
the  House  passed  by  a  very  large  majority  a  bill  appropriating 
money  for  increased  accommodations  at  the  asylum,  and  it 
failed  in  the  Senate  at  the  close  of  the  session  because  its  pro- 
visions were  not  understood.  The  present  crowded  condition 
01  the  asylum  calls  for  early  action  on  the  part  of  the  Legis- 
lature. Jt  is  to  be  hoped  that  prompt  consideration  will  be 
given  to  this  matter,  that  both  branches  of  the  Legislature 
may  act  with  thorough  knowledge.  The  care  of  the  insane  in- 
terests most  directly  those  people  unable  to  provide  for  their 
unfortunates. 

The  secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  very  earnestly 
recommends  the  establishment  of  a  state  laboratory  to  deter- 
mine important  questions  in  co-nnection  with  diphtheria,  ty- 
phoid fever,  tuberculosis,  pneumonia,  and  other  diseased  con- 
ditions, and  also  the  adulteration  of  foods  and  drinks  and  the 
pollution  of  water  supplies.  The  objects  to  be  attained  are 
worthy  of  your  consideration.  Scie-ntific  inquiry  is  now  di- 
rected fully  as  much  to  the  prevention  of  disease  as  to  its  cure. 

The  present  vaults  in  the  state  house  are  totally  inadequate, 
and  are  neither  burglar  nor  fire  proof.  Whatever  risk  the 
Legislature  may  be  willing  to  take  of  the  loss  of  its  funds  by 
robbery,  it  is  not  justified  in  hazarding  to  destruction  by  fire 
valuable  records  which  are,  in  fact,  the  history  of  the  state. 
Both  burglar  and  fire  proof  vaults  are  required,  a-nd  I  hope 
that  early  provision  will  be  made  by  the  Legislature  for  their 
construction.  A  continuance  of  the  present  condition  would 
be  culpable  neglect. 
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The  United  States  government  has  made  provision  for  the 
exhibition  of  American  products  at  Paris  in  1900.  It  will  be 
wise  for  the  state  to  co-operate  with  the  federal  officials  in  se- 
curing as  large  a  display  of  its  industries  as  possible  at  this 
world  exposition  at  the  opening  of  a  new  century.  State  co- 
operation can  probably  be  secured  withoiit  expense  to  the 
treasury.  In  the  expansion  of  the  United  States  as  a  world 
power,  we  should  be  as  anxious  to  display  our  enterprise  in  the 
peaceful  arts  as  our  prowess  in  war,  and  New  Hampshire  should 
do  its  part  to  make  the  exhibit  of  the  United  States  one  of 
which  our  own  people  can  justly  be  proud,  and  which  will  con- 
vince other  nations  of  our  great  and  growing  resources. 

In  all  departments  of  the  state  government,  except  that  of 
Secretary  of  State,  the  salary  is  fixed  by  law,  and  the  fees  are 
turned  into  the  treasury,  and  I  believe  it  would  be  better  to 
apply  the  same  rule  to  all.  Some  provision  should  be  made 
also  for  siiccession  in  case  of  death  or  removal.  Peculiarly 
enough,  the  Governor  and  Council  are  powerless  to  act  in  such 
contingency  under  our  statutes. 

The  master  of  the  state  grange,  Mr.  N.  J.  Bachelder,  in  his 
annual  address  says:  "The  concentration  of  wealth  has 
drained  many  rural  towns  of  their  means  of  supporting  schools, 
and  it  is  manifestly  the  duty  of  the  state  to  provide  respecta- 
ble means  of  education  for  the  children  of  the  state,  irrespect- 
ive of  their  location."  The  movement  which  the  grange  advo- 
cates is  being  taken  up  in  other  states,  and  is  a  movement  to  in- 
crease the  size  of  the  unit  for  educational  purposes.  In  New 
England  our  unit  has  always  been  the  town.  The  proposition 
now  is  to  make  it  the  state,  or  at  least  the  county.  It  is  a 
broad  question,  and  one  meriting  careful  examination,  and  will 
probably  meet  with  some  antagonism  from  the  wealthier  com- 
munities, but  the  possession  of  wealth  brings  with  it  responsi- 
bilities which  may  not  be  avoided.  I  doubt  if  any  state  in  the 
country  is  called  upon  for  so  little  direct  aid  for  education  as 
New  Hampshire.  The  appeal  that  comes  to  us  from  the  rural 
sections  of  the  state  for  greater  consideration  is  one  which 
will  enlist  your  assistance  if  it  can  be  given  without  injustice 
to  other  localities.    The  state  has  assisted  Dartmouth  College

and  the  Agricultural  College  at  Durham  in  a  desultory  way. 
Would  it  not  be  better  and  more  productive  of  beneficent  re- 
sults to  education  if  some  regular  appropriation  for  each  of 
these  great  institutions  were  made,  covering  a  period  of  years? 
They  are  groMdng  rapidly  and  doing  a  vast  work  for  the  youth 
of  our  state,  particularly  those  of  the  rural  sections,  and  this 
is  one  way  to  help  those  sections. 

I  cannot  escape  the  conviction  tliat  the  forests  of  jSTbav 
Hampshire  are  among  the  first  and  most  important  of  our  re- 
sources, and  that  we  cannot  long  postpone  the  necessity  of 
taking  action  to  secure  their  preservation  from  wanton  de- 
struction. Already  they  support  directly  an  industry  which 
produces  $10,000,000  annually,  and  indirectly  they  contribute 
largely  to  the  public  welfare  in  both  a  scenic  and  economic 
sense.  They  are  capable,  also,  I  believe,  of  contributing  in- 
creasingly to  the  income  of  the  state  treasury  if  a  suitable 
means  of  state  ownership  and  management  could  be  devised. 
Pending  that,  however,  I  recommend  that  the  work  of  educa- 
tion and  investigation  already  begun  by  the  Forestry  Commis- 
sion be  continued  and  that  a  reasonable  appropriation  be  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  the  board  for  making  an  accurate  forest  sur- 
vey of  the  White  Mountain  region  with  a  view  to  determining 
exactly  what  part  the  state  should  take  in  any  effort  to  per- 
petuate the  forest  cover  and  to  secure  its  rational  and  con- 
tinued use.  The  most  obvious  means  to  arrest  the  devastation 
of  the  forest  cover  is  to  apply  the  police  power  of  the  state,  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  prevent  the  removal  of  immature  timber. 
To  this  end,  therefore,  I  commend  to  your  attention  the  re- 
ports of  the  Forestry  Commission,  which  treat  this  subject  in 
detail.  I  also  invoke  your  individual  interest  in  behalf  of 
forest  culture,  to  the  end  that  all  of  our  people  may  be  led  to 
see  the  importance  of  our  natural  resources  of  climate  and 
scenery,  which  contribute  so  largely,  both  directly  and  indi- 
rectly, to  the  income  of  our  citizens. 

Every  effort  should  be  made  to  foster  the  fish  and  game  in- 
terests of  the  state,  and  the  laws  relating  to  these  interests 
should  be  rigidly  enforced. 

I  invite  your  attention  to  the  desirability  of  providing  for 
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the  pro  rata  representation  of  the  towns  of  less  than  600  in- 
habitants in  the  Legislature  of  1901,  and  of  making  such  other 
provision  for  representation  as  the  Legislature  may  legally 
make  in  anticipation  of  the  census  of  1900. 

The  War  with  Spain  has  demonstrated  that  our  National 
Guard  must  be  reorganized  in  order  to  meet  changed  condi- 
tions and  increasing  responsibilities.  I  hesitate,  however,  to 
make  recommendations  until  it  is  known  what  course  the 
national  government  is  to  pursue.  Changes  in  the  formation 
of  the  brigade  are  within  the  province  of  the  Governor,  and 
such  action  will  be  taken  as  conditions  seem  to  warrant.  There 
are  some  reforms  suggested  by  the  late  war  which  would  not 
conflict  with  any  reorganization  which  may  be  undertaken  at 
Washington.  I  think  it  would  be  well  to  slightly  increase  the 
length  of  our  annual  encampment  and  give  the  men  more 
practice  in  marching,  pitching  camp,  intrenchment,  and  sub- 
sistence, in  fact  give  them  practical  experience  to  fit  them  for 
the  field.  Each  company  should  have  two  enlisted  company 
cooks,  and  the  regular  army  ration  should  be  issued  and 
caterers  displacerl.  If  this  is  done  the  pay  of  the  men,  which 
is  now  $2  per  diem,  out  of  which  the  men  subsist  themselves, 
should  be  reduced  to  $1.50  per  diem.  Some  action  should  be 
taken  to  provide  armories,  particularly  in  the  city  of  Manches- 
ter, where  there  are  several  bodies  of  enlisted  men. 

The  Governor's  staff  should  be  detailed  from  the  ranks  of  the 
ISTational  Guard,  the  officers  detailed  to  retain  the  rank  of  their 
position  in  the  guard.  This  would  be  a  fitting  recognition  of 
good  service  and  would  help  to  maintain  interest  in  the  militia 
of  the  state,  and  at  the  same  time  provide  staff  officers  of  ac- 
tual military  experience,  closely  in  touch  with  the  National 
Guard;  and  in  anticipation  of  this  change,  I  also  suggest  that 
an  increase  of  the  number  of  aids  on  the  staff  of  the  Governor 
be  authorized.  Our  medical  officers,  who  were  in  the  late  war, 
strongly  urge  the  formation  of  a  hospital  staff  corps.  Modem 
rifles  should  be  secured,  and  there  shoidd  be  on  hand  at  all 
times  complete  equipment  of  every  kind  for  one  full  regiment, 
which  is  about  the  state's  quota  in  an  emergency. 
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The  state  each  year  appropriates  $10,000  for  certain  special 
charities,  which  sum  is  arbitrarily  divided  as  follows: 

For  the  deaf  and  dumb $5,000.00 

For  the  blind 4,000.00 

For  the  idiotic  and  feeble-minded 1,000.00 

It  has  been  suggested  to  me  that  the  disbursement  of  these 
appropriations  be  placed  under  the  supervision  of  the  State 
Board  of  Charities,  who  have  more  direct  and  intimate  con- 
nection with  this  work  than  the  Governor  and  Council.  The 
r.oard  of  (liarities  ask  foi-  a  small  appropriation,  say  of  $300 
or  $400,  to  aid  them  in  their  work.  Ha.\ang  had  no  oppor- 
tunity to  investigate  these  propositions,  I  lay  them  before  the 
J^egislature  without  recommendation,  knowing  that  you  will 
treat  such  worthy  subjects  with  the  utmost  consideration. 

Undoubtedly  you  will  make  provision  for  taking  the  sense  of 
the  voters  upon  the  question  of  calling  a  Constitutional  Con- 
vention to  act  upon  any  changes  which  experience  has  shown  to 
be  necessary  in  our  organic  law.  Any  reforms  which  can  be 
accomplished  by  legislative  action  will  properly  engage  your 
present  attention,  and  such  legislation  as  amends  abuses,  cor- 
rects inequalities  of  privileges  among  our  people,  and  tends  to 
promote  the  welfare  of  the  state  by  eliminating  the  cause  for 
any  just  complaints,  will  receive  my  hearty  approval. 

I  enter  upon  my  duties  as  Governor  with  an  earnest  desire 
to  be  of  service  to  the  state,  and  in  all  your  efforts  to  promote 
the  interests  of  'New  Hampshire  I  pledge  hearty  co-operation. 
The  duties  which  you  have  to  perform  are  highly  important 
and  of  serious  import,  and  should  be  entered  upon  calmly  and 
dispassionately.  You  should  be  influenced  by  no  consideration 
in  your  deliberations  other  than  the  welfare  of  the  state. 

I  have  great  hopes  for  the  future  of  New  Hampshire.  For 
the  last  few  years  we  have  been  passing  through  a  cloud  belt 
of  hard  times,  and  pessimistic  prophecies  have  been  fre- 
quently heard.  The  sun  of  prosperity  is  showing  itself  once 
more  in  all  sections  of  our  country,  notwithstanding  it  re- 
versed the  laws  of  nature  by  first  appearing  in  the  west.  In 
my  judgment  the  country  is  entering  upon  a  new  era  of  de- 
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velopment,  and  it  rests  with  us  to  determine  whether  New 
Hampshire  shall  take  advantage  of  the  glorious  opportunities 
which  lie  within  her  easy  grasp.  Instead  of  discrediting  the 
state,  all  our  efforts  should  be  directed  to  her  advancement. 
Courage  and  faith  in  her  future  only  are  needed  to  keep  New 
nampshire  in  her  proper  place  among  the  states  of  the  IJnion. 
His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  the  Honorable  Council 
then  withdrew.

MESSAGE  FROM  THE   SENATE. 

A  message  from  the  Honorable  Senate,  by  its  clerk,  an- 
nounced that  the  Senate  concurred  with  the  House  of  Eepre- 
sentatives  in  the  joassage  of  the  following  concurrent  resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate  con- 
curring, That  in  view  of  the  critical  condition  of  affairs  now 
existing  in  the  Philippines,  which  are  liable  to  be  greatly  ag- 
gravated by  further  delay  on  the  part  of  our  government,  and 
having  implicit  confidence  in  the  wisdom,  patriotism,  and 
ability  of  our  honored  President  and  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  to  solve  all  problems  which  may  arise  by 
reason  of  said  ratification;  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  House  and 
Senate,  that  the  treaty  recently  negotiated  between  the 
United  States  and  Spain  should  be  immediately  ratified  by 
the  United  States  Senate  without  amendment. 

We,  therefore,  respectfully  request  our  Senators  to  bring 
this  resolution  to  the  attention  of  the  Senate,  and  to  do  all 
in  their  power  to  bring  about  the  speedy  ratification  of  the 
treaty. 

The  Speaker  of  the  House  and  the  President  of  the  Senate' 
are  hereby  designated  as  a  committee  to  forward  this  resolu- 
tion.

business  in  said  city^  by  threatening  the  retailers  that  if  they 
do  not  pay  said  bills  they  will  have  to  cease  the  business  which 
they  had  heretofore  been  allowed  to  carry  on  in  violation  of 
law  by  the  commissioners;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Besolved,  That  the  Judiciary  Committee  be  aad  is  hereby 
instructed  to  make  a  public  investigation  of  the*acts  herein 
alleged  in  a  thorough  and  efficient  manner,  and  to  enable  them 
to  accomplish  this  result  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  send 
for  such  persons  and  papers  as  they  think  will  enable  them 
to  come  to  a  just  conclusion,  and  to  report  their  findings  to 
the  House  as  speedily  as  they  can  do  so.

The  amount  of  capital  stock  and 
bonds  to  be  so  issued  from  time  to  time  shall  be  determined 
and  issued  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  general 
laws. 
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Amend  section  8  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  word 
''seven/'  in  the  third  line  of  said  section,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  "two."  Amend  by  striking  out  from  sec- 
tion 13  the  following:  "Said  corporation  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  operate  its  road  during  such  portion  of  the  year  and 
for  such  length  of  time  as  the  Board  of  Eailroad  Commis- 
sioners, upon  an  application,  shall  find  it  inexpedient  to  do 
so."  Amend  the  numbers  of  sections  8  to  14  inclusive,  so 
that  section  8  shall  read  section  7,  section  9  shall  read  section 
8,  sectio.u  10  shall  read  section  9,  section  11  shall  read  section 
10,  section  12  shall  read  section  11,  section  13  shall  read  sec- 
tion 12,  and  section  14  shall  read  section  13. 

And  with  the  reoommendation, — 'that  the  bill,  thus 
amended,  ought  to  pass.  ; 

Mr.  French,  for  the  Committee  on  Railroads,  to  whom  was 
refen'ed  "An  act  to  unite  the  Exeter  Street  Railway  Company, 
the  Hampton  and  Amesbury  Street  Railway  Company,  and 
the  Rockingham  Electric  Company  into  one  corporation,  to 
be  known  as  the  Exeter,  Hampton,  and  Amesbury  Street  Rail- 
way Company,"  reported  the  same  with  the  folloAving  amend- 
ments: 

That  said  bill  be  amended  by  striking  out  section  5  of  the 
the  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:

and  equipping  branches  or  extensions  or  additions  to  its  plant, 
to  such  amount  and  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Eailroad  Commissioners,  and  subject  to  and  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  17,  chapter  21  of  the 
Laws  of  1895  and  all  amendments  thereto.  To  secure  the 
payment  of  such  bonds  with  interest  thereon,  said  corporation 
may  maJce  a  mortgage  or  mortgages  of  its  road  and  franchises 
and  any  part  of  its  other  property,  and  may  include  in  any 
such  mortgage  property  thereafter  to  be  acquired. 

And  with  the  recommendation, — that  the  bill,  as  amended, 
ought  to  pass. 

The  reports  were  accepted  and  the  amendments  severally 
adopted  and  the  bills  laid  upon  the  table  to  be  printed.

The  reports  were  accepted  and  the  resolutions  severally 
adopted.

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shall  issue  an  order  signed  by  himself  and  countersigned  by 
the  city  clerk,  forbidding  all  persons  holding  a  license  in  said 
citj'  selling  or  giving,  or  permitting  others  to  sell  or  give,  any 
intoxicating  liquors  to  such  person.  The  city  clerk  shall  cause 
an  attested  copy  of  such  order  to  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous 
place  on  each  of  the  premises  occupied  by  persons  holding 
a  license  in  said  city,  by  a  police  officer  or  constable,  who  shall 
call  the  attention  of  the  person  in  charge  of  the  premises 
thereto,  and  make  a  return  on  the  original  order  held  by  tlie 
city  clerk,  stating  when  such  copy  was  posted  by  him;  and 
said  return  shall  be  full  and  complete  evidence  that  notice 
was  given  to  the  licensee;  and  the  licensee  shall  pay  such  offi- 
cer seventy-five  cents  for  each  notice  so  posted. 

If  any  mayor  or  city  clerk,  after  being  informed  of  the 
facts,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  order  or  give  notice  to  any 
licensee  as  herein  provided,  then  such  mayor  or  city  clerk 
shall  be  liable  for  the  same  penalty  as  the  licensee  Avould 
have  been  under  the  same  conditions  as  if  notice  had  been 
given  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Any  licensee  who,  by  himself,  his  agent  or  servant,  sells  or 
gives,  or  permits  others  upon  their  premises  to  sell  or  give, 
any  intoxicating  liquor  to  any  person  named  in  any  notice 
posted  as  above  provided,  shall  forfeit  ($500)  five  hundred 
dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  recovered  by  any  uieniber  of 
the  family  of  the  person  named  in  the  notice,  or  by  any  per- 
son or  authorities  who  have  provided  support  for  such  family 
as  may  sue  therefor  in  an  action  tort. 

Amend  section  24  by  adding  the  following:  And  all  acts 
and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

The  report  of  the  majority  of  the  committee  was  accepted 
and,  the  question  being  upon  the  resolution, — that  it  is  inex- 
pedient to  legislate,  reported  from  the  committee,  Mr.  Rich- 
ards of  Lyndeborough  moved  that  the  bill  and  reports  be  laid 
upon  the  table  and  the  reports  printed  and  the  bill  and  re- 
ports be  made  the  special  order  for  Tuesday,  February  21, 
at  3.30  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.

Mr.  Batchelder,  for  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  to 
whom  was  referred  "An  act  in  relation  to  the  powers  and  duties 
of  towns  and  cities,"  reported  the  same  with  the  recommenda- 
tion,— that  the  bill  ought  to  pass.

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Mr.  Waterhoiise,  for  the  Committee  on  Asylum  for  the  In- 
sane, to  whom  was  referred  "Joint  resolution  in  favor  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane,"  reported  the  same 
with  the  recommendation, — that  the  joint  resolution  ought  to 
pass.

Mr.  Ashman,  for  the  Committee  on  Banks,  to  whom  was  re- 
committed "An  act  in  amendment  of  an  act  entitled  An  act 
to  regulate  the  investments  of  savings  banks,  passed  at  the 
January  session,  1895,  and  to  permit  an  increased  guaranty 
fund  to  be  established  by  savings  banks,"  reported  the  same 
with  the  recommendation, — that  the  bill  ought  to  pass  with 
the  following  amendments: 

Amend  section  2  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  "cor- 
poration," in  the  sixth  line  of  the  bill,  to  and  including  the  word 
"dollars,"  in  the  ninth  line,  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read: 

Sect.  2.  That  chapter  114  of  the  Laws  of  1895  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  paragraph  4  of  section  1  of  said  chap- 
ter, and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  "In  notes  of 
individuals  or  corporations  with  one  or  more  indorsers,  but 
not  exceeding  5  per  cent  of  the  amount  of  its  deposits  shall  be 
loaned  to  any  one  person  or  corporation,  and  not  exceeding  25 
per  cent  of  the  deposits  shall  be  invested  in  this  class  of  se- 
curity; but  not  exceeding  20  per  cent  shall  be  so  invested  if  in 
notes  of  individuals  or  corporations  resident  outside"  of  the 
New  England  states." 

Also  amend  section  8  by  striking  out,  in  the  thirty-fourth 
line,  the  figures  "15,000"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
figures  "10,000,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

"8.  In  the  authorized  bonds  or  notes  of  any  county,  city, 
town,  school  district,  or  other  municipal  corporation  of  any 
of  the  foregoing  states,  whose  net  indebtedness  does  not 
exceed  5  per  cent  of  the  last  preceding  valuation  of  the  prop- 
erty therein  for  taxation,  not  issued  in  aid  of  railroads;  and 
in  the  authorized  bonds  or  notes  of  any  city  of  100,000  in- 
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habitants  of  any  of  the  foregoing  states  whose  net  indebted- 
ness does  not  exceed  7  per  cent  of  the  preceding  valuation  of 
the  property  therein  for  taxation;  provided,  however,  that 
the  bonds  or  notes  of  any  county  of  less  than  10,000  inhab- 
itants, or  of  any  city,  town,  or  other  municipal  corporation 
of  less  than  20,000  inhabitants,  or  of  any  school  district  of 
less  than  2,000  inhabitants,  of  any  of  the  foregoing  states 
shall  not  be  authorized  investments.  The  term  'net  indebt- 
edness' shall  be  construed  to  denote  the  indebtedness  of  any 
city  or  town,  omitting  debt  created  for  supplying  the  inhab- 
itants with  water,  and  deducting  the  amount  of  sinking  funds 
available  for  the  payment  of  municipal  indebtedness";  also 
by  striking  out  of  paragraph  15,  in  the  fifth  line  of  said  par- 
agraph, the  word  "ten,"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
word  "twenty,"  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall  read 
as  follows:  "In  the  stock  of  any  railroad  corporation,  ex- 
clusive of  street  railways,  situated  in  whole  or  in  part  in  New 
England,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Michigan, 
and  Illinois,  that  has  earned  and  paid  regular  dividends  of 
at  least  4  per  cent  for  five  years  previous  to  such  investment, 
but  not  exceeding  20  per  cent  of  its  deposits  shall  be  so  in- 
vested." 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  amendments  adopted  and, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Little  of  Manchester,  the  bill  was  laid  upon 
the  table  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Nelson,  for  the  Com.mittee  on  Towns,  to  whom  was 
referred  "An  act  entitled  An  act  in  amendment  of  the  charter 
of  the  city  of  Portsmouth,"  reported  the  same  with  the  recom- 
mendation,— that  the  bill  ought  to  pass  with  the  following 
amendment: 

Amend  the  bill  by  adding  the  following,  to  be  known  as 
section  3: 

Sect.  3.  At  least  two  weeks  prior  to  every  election  after 
the  annual  election  in  March,  1899,  the  board  of  registrars 
of  voters  of  said  city  shall  post  in  two  public  places  in  each 
ward  a  list  of  the  legal  voters  in  the  ward,  so  far  as  at  that 
time  corrected.  Said  list  shall  be  sworn  to  by  them  as  a  cor- 
rect list  of  voters  registered  up  to  the  date  of  the  posting  of 
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the  list.  The  final  checklist  for  each  ward  shall  be  posted 
as  heretofore  it  has  been.  All  municipal  elections  hereafter 
held  in  said  city  of  Portsmouth  shall  be  governed  by  chapter 
78,  Laws  of  1897,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  amendment  adopted.  On 
motion  of  Mr.  Garrett  of  Portsmouth,  the  rules  were  sus- 
pended and  the  printing  dispensed  with  and  the  bill  read  a 
third  time  by  title  and  passed  and  sent  to  the  Senate  for  con- 
currence.

The  question  being, ,  Shall  the  bill  pass  ?  and  a  yea  and  nay 
vote,  called  for  by  Mr.  Eemich  of  Littleton,  pending,  on  mo- 
tion of  Mr.  Pillsbury  of  Londonderry,  the  rules  were  sus- 
pended and  the  bill  put  back  upon  its  second  reading.  Mr. 
Pillsbury  of  Londonderry  offered  the  following  amendment: 

Amend  section  second  of  the  bill  by  inserting  before  the 
word  "assistance"  the  following  words:  "Upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and  Correction," 
and  striking  out  in  said  section  after  the  words  "as  the" 
the  words  "the  State  Board  of  Charities  and  Correction," 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  "Governor  and 
Council,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read:  "Upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and 
Correction,  assistance  shall  be  furnished  to  such  persons  in 
such  amounts  and  at  such  asylums,  schools,  and  other  institu- 
tions designed  for  the  purpose  as  the  Governor  and  Council 
shall  direct." 

Mr.  Eemich  of  Littleton  moved  that  the  bill  and  report 
be  laid  upon  the  table  and  made  the  special  order  for  Thurs- 
day, February  23,  at  11.30  o'clock  in  the  forenoon. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  did  not  prevail. 

A  division,  called  for  by  Mr.  Eemich  of  Littleton,  resulted 
in  235  gentlemen  voting  in  the  affirmative  and  2  gentlemen 
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voting  in  the  negative  and  the  bill  and  amendment  were 
laid  upon  the  tahle  and  made  the  special  order  for  Thursday, 
February  23,  at  11.30  in  the  forenoon. 

SECOND  READINGS. 

An  act  to  protect  the  lakes,  ponds,  and  streams  of  the  state 
from  pollution  by  sawdust  and  other  waste. 

An  act  relating  to  the  construction  of  section  18,  chapter 
264  of  the  Public  Statutes,  relating  to  offenses  against  the 
police  of  towns,  and  section  7,  chapter  27,  Laws  of  1895,  re- 
lating to  the  incorporation,  organization,  and  regulation  of 
street  railway  companies. 

An  act  to  require  street  railway  companies  to  inclose  the 
platforms  of  cars  during  certain  months  of  the  year. 

Severally  read  a  second  time  and  laid  upon  the  table  to  be 
printed. 

The  following  communication  was  received  from  the  Jus- 
tices of  the  Supreme  Court: 

To  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire: 

We,  the  undersigned.  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  re- 
ceived on  the  8th  instant  a  copy  of  the  resolutions  adopted  by 
your  honorable  body,  January  31,  requiring  our  opinion  upon 
the  questions  herein  mentioned.  To  aid  us  "in  the  investiga- 
tion of  the  facts  necessary  for  the  determination  of  the  ques- 
tions," a  copy  of  the  report  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the 
last  House  of  Representatives  was  sent  to  us,  accompanied  with 
a  copy  of  the  brief  laid  before  the  committee  by  counsel  of  the 
trustees  of  the  asylum,  and  referred  to  in  the  report  for  a  por- 
tion of  the  facts  upon  which  the  committee  based  their  con- 
clusions, but  not  with  any  of  the  papers  referred  to  in  the 
brief.  We  have  assumed  that  you  did  not  wish  us  to  make  an 
investigation  for  the  purpose  of  finding  what  the  facts  are 
bearing  upon  the  questions  submitted  (as  the  constitution  does 
not  authorize  us  to  do  so, — 45  K  H.  607,  608,  614);  but  that 
you  adopted  the  facts  stated  in  the  above  mentioned  report  and 
brief  as  tho3e  upon  which  our  answers  to  the  questions  were  to 
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be  predicated.    Accordingly,  we  respectfully  answer  the  ques- 
tions, so  far  as  we  are  able,  upon  the  facts  submitted. 

1.  Who  owns  the  real  estate  in  Concord  occupied  by  the 
New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane;  and  is  the  title  a  fee 
simple,  or  charged  with  a  trust  ? 

Answer.  The  nominal  title  to  the  property  is  in  the  corpora- 
tion, known  as  the  New  Hampshire  Asylum  for  the  Insane ;  and 
the  state,  being  the  only  member  of  the  corporation,  is  the 
real  owner.  Whether  the  title  is  a  fee  simple,  depends  upon 
the  terms  of  the  deeds  conveying  the  property  to  the  corpora- 
tion, and  they  are  not  before  us.  Whether  the  title  is  charged 
with  a  trust  may  depend  upon  the  deeds,  or  upon  the  terms  of 
contracts  or  wills  by  which  property  has  been  given  to,  and 
accepted  by,  the  corporation.  In  the  absence  of  provisions  in 
the  deeds  creating  a  trust,  the  title  is  not  charged  with  one, 
unless  the  state,  either  directly  or  through  the  agency  of  the 
trustees,  has  dedicated  the  property  to  the  uses  of  a  trust  by 
accepting  gifts  and  bequests  made  upon  conditions  that  re- 
quired such  dedication. 

2.  If  the  title  is  in  the  corporation  created  by  chapter  10 
of  the  Public  Statutes,  can  the  Legislature  direct  said  corpora- 
tion to  convey  the  land  to  the  state;  and  would  such  convey- 
ance alter  in'any  way  the  interest  of  the  state  in  the  property? 

Answer.  Unless  restrained  by  the  terms  of  the  deeds  or  a 
trust,  as  suggested  in  the  last  answer,  the  Legislature  could  re- 
quire the  trustees  to  convey  the  land  to  the  state;  but  such 
conveyance  would  not  alter  in  any  way  the  state's  interest  in 
the  property.  If  third  persons  claim  rights  in  the  property 
by  virtue  of  conditions  in  the  deeds  or  of  trusts,  express  or 
implied,  that  would  interfere  with  such  transfer  of  title,  it 
is  doubtful,  to  say  the  least,  if  we  ought  to  attempt  to  advise 
your  honorable  body  in  respect  to  the  state's  rights,  since,  in 
that  event,  there  would  be  questions  that  might  come  before 
the  court  for  decision,  and  an  opinion  formed  and  expressed 
now  would  not  bind  the  parties  and  might  disqualify  us  from 
acting  as  members  of  the  court:  62  N.  H.  704;  In  re  School-

Answer.  As  before  suggested,  the  answer  to  this  question 
depends  upon  facts  that  are  not  before  us. 

4.  What  control  has  the  state  over  the  corporation  or  over 
the  real  estate  and  personal  property  held  by  said  corporation? 

Ansiver.  Complete  and  absolute  control,  unless  its  power  is 
limited  by  some  conditions  or  trust,  as  above  suggested.

Amend  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause  and  insert  - 
ing  the  following: 

Section  1.  The  Governor,  "with  advice  of  the  Council, 
shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  appoint  three  suitable  persons  to 
compile,  arrange,  and  put  into  chapters,  under  appropriate 
heads,  the  public  acts  and  laws  now  in  force,  including  the 
Public  Statutes  and  public  acts  and  laws  passed  since  the  last 
revision  of  the  statutes,  including  the  public  acts  of  the  pres- 
ent session,  with  a  suitable  index  to  the  same,  and  in  such 
compilation  to  omit  such  acts  or  parts  of  acts  as  have  been  re- 
pealed, and  arranging  such  acts  as  have  been  altered  by 
amendments,  so  far  as  can  be  done,  and  report  to  the  Legisla- 
ture during  the  first  week  of  the  session  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  one. 

Sect.  2.  The  members  of  said  commission  shall  from  time 
to  time  be  paid  a  reasonable  compensation  for  their  services, 
and  their  proper  and  reasonable  expenses  incurred  in  the  com- 
piling, and  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer  upon  the  war- 
rant of  th  e  Governor  after  said  charges  and  accounts  have  been 
audited  and  approved  by  the  Governor  and  Council. 

The  Chair  ruled  that  the  amendment  was  out  of  order  under 
House  rule  No.  29,  as  it  was  a  substitution  for  the  original. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lyman  of  Exeter,  the  rules  were  suspended 
and  the  amendment  was  adopted  and  the  bill  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Appropriations.

The  report  was  accepted  and,  the  question  being  upon  the 
adoption  of  the  resolution,  Mr.  Clough  of  Alton  moved  that 
the  bill  and  report  be  recommitted  to  the  committee. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  did  not  prevail. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bartlett  of  Manchester,  the  bill  and  re- 
port were  laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Collis,  for  the  Committee  on  Soldiers'  Home,  reported 
*'Joint  resolution  in  favor  of  the  Soldiers'  Home"  with  the 
recommendation, — that  the  joint  resolution  ought  to  pass. 

Mr.  French,  for  the  Committee  on  Railroads,  reported  a 
bill  entitled  "An  act  in  amendment  of  section  5,  chapter  159 
of  the  Public  Statutes,  in  relation  to  grade  crossings,"  and 
with  the  recommendation, — that  the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

Mr.  Alexander,  for  the  Committee  on  State  Normal  School, 
reported  "Joint  resolution  in  favor  of  the  State  Normal 
School''  with  the  recommendation, — that  the  joint  resolution 
ought  to  pass. 

Mr.  Lyman,  for  the  Committee  on  Agriculture,  reported  a 
bill  entitled  "An  act  providing  additional  duties  for  the  State 
Board  of  Agriculture"  with  the  recommendation, — that  the 
bill  ought  to  pass. 

Mr.  Pillsbury,  for  the  Committee  on  National  Affairs,  re- 
ported a  bill  entitled  "An  act  protecting  eagles"  with  the  rec- 
ommendation,— that  the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

The  reports  were  accepted  and  the  bills  and  joint  resolutions 
severally  read  a  first  time  and  ordered  to  a  second  reading. 

Mr.  Weeks,  for  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  to  whom 
was  referred  "An  act  authorizing  the  state  to  assume  the  print- 
ing expenses  of  the  Department  of  New  Hampshire,  Grand 
Army  of  the  Eepublic,"  reported  the  same  with  the  recommen- 
dation,— that  the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  a-nd  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third 
reading. 
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Mr.  Parker,  for  the  Special  Committee  consisting  of  the 
Hillsborough  county  delegation,  to  whom  was  referred  "An  act 
relating  to  the  salary  of  the  judge  of  probate  for  the  county  of 
Hillsborough,"  reported  the  same  with  the  resolution, — that 
the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  bill  laid  upon  the  table  to 
be  printed.  Subsequently,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Bartlett  of  Man- 
chester,— Besolved,  That  the  order  laying  the  bill  upon  the 
table  to  be  jDrinted  be  discharged,  and,  on  motion  of  the  same 
gentleman,  the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  printing  dis- 
pensed with  and  the  bill  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Appropriations. 

Mr.  Cheney,  for  the  Committee  on  Labor,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred "An  act  defining  the  duties  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Labor,"  reported  the  same  with  the  recommendation, — that 
it  ought  to  pass,  amended  as  follows: 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  4  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

Sect.  4.  The  commissioner  shall  have  power  to  take  and 
preserve  testimony  and  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  may, 
under  proper  restrictions,  enter  any  public  institution  of  the 
state,  and  any  factory,  or  workshop.  The  commissioner  may 
also  furnish  and  deliver  a  written  or  printed  list  of  interroga- 
tions to  any  person,  company,  or  the  proper  officer  of  any  cor- 
poration, and  require  full  and  complete  answers  to  be  made 
thereto ;  provided,  however,  that  -nothing  in  this  act  shall  be 
construed  as  permitting  the  commissioner  or  any  employe  of 
this  bureau  to  make  use  of  any  information  or  statistics  gath- 
ered from  any  person,  company,  or  corporation  for  any  other 
than  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  amendment  adopted  and 
the  bill  laid  upo-n  the  table  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Clough,  for  a  majority  of  the  Special  Committee  con- 
sisting of  the  delegation  from  the  city  of  Manchester,  to  whom 
was  referred  "An  act  in  relation  to  the  salary  of  the  board  of 
aldermen  for  the  city  of  Manchester,"  reported  the  same  with 
the  resolution, — that  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate. 

Messrs.  Young,  Farrington,  Levering,   Cotter,  Tait,  Mc- 
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Kean,  Howard,  Masse,  Deschenes,  Baker,  Murray,  Kelley, 
Horan,  Eyan,  Mahoney,  O'Connor,  Moreau,  Campbell,  and 
Cavanaugh,  a  majority  of  the  delegation  from  the  city  of  Man- 
chester, dissented  from  the  action  taken  by  a  majority  of 
those  present  at  a  meeting  held  February  15,  at  which  time  it 
was  voted  to  report  the  bill  with  the  resolution, — that  it  is 
inexpedient  to  legislate,  and  reported  the  same  with  the  fol- 
lomng  amendment  and  the  recommendation  that  the  bill 
as  amended  ought  to  pass: 

Amend  section  1  by  striking  out  the  word  "four"  and  the 
figures  "400"  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  word  "two"  and 
the  figures  "200,"so  that  the  section  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  members  of  the  board  of  aldermen  of  the 
city  of  Manchester  shall  be  paid  an  annual  salary  of  two  hun- 
dred ($200)  dollars  each,  payable  quarterly,  and  the  same  shall 
be  in  full  for  all  compensation  for  all  services  by  them  per- 
formed. 

The  report  of  the  majority  was  accepted  and,  on  motion 
of  Mr.  Little  of  Manchester,  the  bill  and  reports  were  laid 
upon  the  table  and  made  the  special  order  for  Wednesday, 
March  1,  at  11.30  o'clock. 

Mr.  Foss,  for  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  to  whom 
was  refen-ed  "Joint  resolution  for  the  purchase  of  the  Daniel 
Webster  birthplace  farm,"  reported  the  same  with  the  recom- 
mendation,— that  the  subject  be  considered  in  Committee  of 
the  Whole,  with  a  view  to  securing  the  sentiment  regarding 
the  formation  of  an  association  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in 
the  bill. 

The  report  was  accepted  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Young  of 
Manchester,  the  joint  resolution  was  laid  upon  the  table 
and  made  the  special  order  for  Tuesday,  February  28,  at  3.30 
o'clock. 

Mr.  Ledoux,  for  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  Statutes,  to 

whom  was  referred  "An  act  in  relation  to  the  inspection  of 

private  boats,"  reported  the  same  in  a  new  draft  with  a  new 

title,  with  the  recommendation, — that  the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

Mr.  Led'oux,  for  the  Committee  on  Revision  of  Statutes,  to 
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whom  was  referred  "An  act  relating  to  the  width  of  wheel  rims 
and  felloes,"  reported  the  same  in  a  new  draft,  with  the  recom- 
mendation,— that  the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

The  reports  were  accepted  and  the  bills,  in  their  new 
draft,  severally  read  a  first  time  and  ordered  to  a  second 
reading. 

Mr.  Cotter,  for  the  Special  Committee  consisting  of  the 
delegation  from  the  city  of  Manchester,  to  whom  was  referred 
"An  act  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  board  of  asses- 
sors for  the  city  of  Manchester,"  reported  the  same  with  the 
resolution, — that  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate. 

The  report  was  accepted  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Bartlett 
of  Manchester,  the  bill  and  report  were  laid  upon  the  table. 

Mr.  Ledoux,  for  the  Committee  on  Eevision  of  Statutes,  to 
whom  was  referred  "An  act  in  amendment  of  chapter  160, 
section  16  of  the  Public  Statutes,  pertaining  to  baggage,"  re- 
ported the  same  with  the  resolution, — that  it  is  inexpedient 
to  legislate. 

The  report  was  accepted  and,  the  question  being  upon  the 
adoption  of  the  resolution, 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  resolution  was  not  adopted. 

The  bill  was  then  laid  upon  the  table  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Ledoux,  for  the  Committee  on  Eevision  of  Statutes,  to 
whom  was  referred  "An  act  to  consolidate  the  Forestry  Com- 
mission and  Bureau  of  Labor  with  the  State  Board  of  Agri- 
culture," reported  the  same  with  the  recommendation, — that 
the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and,  on  motion  of  ]\Ir.  Pillsbuiw 
of  Londonderry,  the  bill  was  recommitted  to  the  committee. 

Mr.  Rockwood,  for  the  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom 
was  referred  "An  act  to  regulate  the  growth,  sale,  and  trans- 
portation of  nursery  stock,"  reported  the  same  with  the  reso- 
lution,— that  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate. 

The  report  was  accepted  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Small  of 
Rochester,  the  bill  and  report  were  laid  upon  the  table. 
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Mr.  Maynard,  for  the  (.'ommittee  on  Manufactures,  reported 
a  bill  entitled  "An  act  in  amendment  of  the  charter  of  the 
Amory  Mills,"  and  recommended  its  passage. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  bill  read  a  first  time.  On 
motion  of  Mr.  Little  of  Manchester^  the  rules  were  suspended 
and  the  bill  read  a  second  time  by  title  and,  on  motion  of 
the  same  gentleman,  the  rules  were  further  suspended  and 
the  printing  dispensed  with  and  the  bill  read  a  third  time 
by  title  and  passed  and  sent  to  the  Senate  for  concurrence. 

Mr.  Eemich,  for  the  Committee  on  National  Affairs,  to 
whom  was  referred  "ConcuiTent  resolution  in  reference  to  the 
election  of  United  States  Senators  by  the  people,"  reported 
the  same  with  the  resolution, — that  it  be  referred  to  the  next 
session  of  the  Legislature. 

Mr.  Hutchins,  for  a  minority  of  the  committee,  reported 
the  same  with  the  recommendation, — that  the  resolution 
ought  to  pass. 

The  report  of  the  majority  was  accepted  and,  the  question 
being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  reported  from  the 
majority  of  the  Committee, 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

Mr.  Cotter  of  j\Ianchester  moved  that  the  report  of  the 
minority  of  the  committee  be  substituted  for  the  report  of 
the  majority. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  did  not  prevail. 

A  division,  called  for  by  Mr.  Cotter  of  Manchester,  re- 
sulted in  64  gentlemen  voting  in  the  affirmative  and  155 
gentlemen  voting  in  the  negative,  and  the  motion  wos  lost. 

Mr.  Bartlett  of  Manchester  called  for  a  yea  and  nay  vote. 

A  roll  call  pending,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Bartlett,  the  resolu- 
tion was  recommitted  to  the  Committee  on  National  Affairs. 

SECOND  EEADINGS. 

Joint  resolution  in  favor  of  screening  the  outlets  of  certain 
lakes. 

Joint  resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of  the  Revised  Kegis- 
ter  of  the  S'oldiers  and  Sailors  of  the  War  of  the  Eebellion. 
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Severally  read  a  second  time  and  laid  upon  the  table  to  be 
printed. 

SPECIAL  ORDER. 

Mr.  Pillsbury  of  Londonderry  called  for  the  special  order, 
it  being  "An  act  to  amend  section  2,  chapter  86  of  the  Public 
Statutes,  relating  to  state  aid  to  indigent  deaf  and  dumb, 
blind,  and  feeble-minded  children." 

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  amendment 
offered  by  Mr.  Pillsbury  of  Londonderry,  which  was  as  fol- 
lows: 

Amend  section  second  of  the  bill  by  inserting  before  the 
word  "assistance"  the  following  words:  "Upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  State  Board  of  Charities  and  Correction," 
and  striking  out  in  said  section,  after  the  words  "as  the," 
the  words  "State  Board,  of  Charities  and  Correction"  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  words  "Governor  and  Council"; 
so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  State  Board  of  Chari- 
ties and  Correction,  assistance  shall  be  furnished  to  such  per- 
sons in  such  amounts  and  at  such  asylums,  schools,  or  other 
institutions  designated  for  the  purpose  as  the  Governor  and 
Council  shall  direct. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Eemich  of  Littleton,  the  rules  were  sus- 
pended and  the  bill  read  a  third  time  by  title  and  passed  and 
sent  to  the  Senate  for  concurrence. 

TAKEN   FROM   THE    TABLE. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Eemich  of  Littleton,  "An  act  to  amend 
chapter  204  of  the  Laws  of  1887,  relating  to  the  powers  of

On  motion  of  Mr.  Keyes  of  Milford,  "An  act  to  prevent  the 
sale  of  moose,  deer,  and  caribou,"  was  taken  from  the  table. 

The  question  being.   Shall  the  bill  pass? 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Keyes  of  Milford,  the  rules  were  sus- 
pended and  the  bill  put  back  upon  its  second  reading. 

Mr.  Keyes  of  Milford  offered  the  following  amendment 
and  moved  its  adoption: 

Amend  section  1  by  striking  out  the  word  "deer,"  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  sell,  or  offer  or  expose  for 
sale,  any  moose,  caribou,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  any  person  or 
corporation.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dol- 
lars, or  be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  ninety  days,  or  both. 

Mr.  Hubbard  of  Amherst  moved  that  the  bill  be  indefi- 
nitely postponed. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  prevailed. 

A  division,  called  for  by  Mr.  Kemich  of  Littleton,  resulted  in 
148  gentlemen  voting  in  the  affirmative  and  36  gentlemen 
voting  in  the  negative,  and  the  motion  prevailed.

An  act  in  amendment  of  and  in  addition  to  chapter  73  of  the 
Public  Statutes,  relating  to  the  repair  of  highways  in  towns. 
Read  a  first  and  second  time  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Pillsbury 
of  Londonderry,  the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  bill  read  a 
third  time  by  title  and  passed  and  sent  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  to  be  engrossed. 

An  act  to  authorize  and  empower  the  Masonic  Temple  Asso- 
ciation of  Laconia  to  issue  bonds.  Read  a  first  and  second 
"time  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary. 
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An  act  in  amendment  of  an  act  approved  August  15,  1883, 
entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  The  Dover  Home  for  Aged 
AVomen."  Eead  a  first  and  second  time  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Eevision  of  Statutes. 

The  message  also  announced  that  tlie  Senate  concurred  with 
the  House  of  Representatives  in  the  passage  of  the  following 
entitled  bill,  with  amendments,  in  the  passage  of  which  amend- 
ments it  asked  the  concun-ence  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives: 

An  act  in  amendment  of  section  2  of  "An  act  in  amendment 
of  the  articles  of  association  of  the  Manchester  Children's 
Home,"  approved  February  25,  1897. 

Amend  section  1  of  said  bill  by  striking  out,  in  lines  4,  5, 
and  6  and  in  lines  10,  11,  and  12,  the  following  words:  "And 
in  view  of  the  charitable  objects  to  be  accomplished  by  this 
corporation,  all  of  its  property  shall  be  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion," and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  following  words:  "And 
the  city  of  Manchester  is  hereby  authorized  to  exempt  the 
property  of  said  corporation  from  taxation  for  such  tenn  of 
years  as  it  may  deem  proper";  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  second  section  of  an  act  entitled  "Au 
act  in  amendment  of  the  articles  of  association  of  the  Man- 
chester Children's  Home,"  approved  February  25,  1897,  is 
hereby  amended  by  adding  to  it  the  following:  "And  the  city 
of  ]\Ianchester  is  hereby  authorized  to  exempt  the  property  of 
said  corporation  from  taxation  for  such  term  of  years  as  it 
may  deem  proper,"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read: 

"Sect.  2.  The  object  of  this  corporation  shall  be  to  pro- 
vide and  maintain  in  said  Manchester  a  home  for  indigent 
and  neglected  Protestant  children,  to  provide  suitable  care 
and  instruction  for  said  children,  and  to  otherwise  promote 
their  welfare;  and  the  city  of  Manchester  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  exempt  the  property  of  said  corporation  from  taxation 
for  such  term  of  years  as  it  may  deem  proper." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Little  of  Manchester,  the  House  voted 
to  non-concur  in  the  amendments  and  to  ask  for  a  Committee 
of  Conference  to  consider  the  bill  and  amendments. 
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leaves  of  absence. 

Messrs.  Russell  of  Conway,  Bill  of  Westmoreland,  G.  W. 
Abbott  of  Concord,  and  Nims  of  Sullivan  were  granted  leave 
of  absence  for  this  afternoon,  on  account  of  sickness,  and 
Mr.  Beal  of  Keene  was  granted  leave  of  absence  for  this  after- 
noon, to  care  for  Mr.  Nims  of  Sullivan.

Mr.  Mulligan,  for  the  Committee  on  Labor,  to  whom  was 
referred  "An  act  to  prevent  blacklisting,"  reported  the  same 
with  the  recommendation, — that  the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

Mr.  Morrill,  for  the  Committee  on  Public  Improvements, 
to  whom  was  referred  "An  act  to  build  and  maintain  a  state 
highway  between  the  Massachusetts  state  line  in  Nashua  to  the 
Main-street  bridge  across  the  Piscataquog  river  in  ]\Ianches- 
ter,"  reported  the  same  with  the  recommendatio-n, — that  the 
bill  ought  to  pass. 

The  reports  were  accepted  and  the  bills  severally  laid  upon 
the  table  to  be  printed. 

Mr.  Burke,  for  the  Committee  on  Banks,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred "Joint  resolution  in  favor  of  the  Woodsville  Guaranty 
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Savings  Bank,"  reported  the  same  with  the  resolution, — that

abated  from  its  subsequent  taxes,  or  its  repayment  by  the  State 
Treasurer  under  warrant  from  the  Governor  if  the  Court  shall 
so  report.

The  question  being  upon  the  adoption  of  the  resolution, — 
that  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate,  reported  from  the  majority 
of  the  committee, 

Mr.  Young  of  Manchester  moved  that  the  report  of  the 
minority  be  substituted  for  that  of  the  majority  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

Mr.  Young  of  Manchester  moved  that  the  House  adjourn. 
On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  did  not  prevail. 
A  division,  called  for  by  Mr.  Young  of  Manchester,  resulted 
in  49  gentlemen  voting  in  the  affirmative  and  93  gentlemen 
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voting  in  the  negative,  and,  no  quorum  being  present,  at  1 
o'clock,  the  House  was  declared  adjourned.

because  such  child  has  been  otherwise  instructed  in  the 
English  language  for  a  like  period  of  time  in  the  branches  of 
learning  required  by  law  to  be  taught  in  the  public  schools.

The  Bank  Commissioners  may,  at  their  discretion^  cause  the 
deposit  books  of  any  or  all  of  the  savings  banks  and  trust  com- 
panies to  be  called  in  for  the  purpose  of  verification  with  the 
books  of  the  banks. 

The  Bank  Commissioners  may,  at  their  discretion,  cause  a 
printed,  sealed  letter  to  be  mailed  to  each  depositor  in  any  or 
all  of  the  savings  banks  and  trust  companies,  stating  the 
amount  due  the  depositor  in  the  bank  as  shown  by  the  bank's 
ledger. 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  amendment  was  not  adopted. 

A  division,  called  for  by  Mr.  Lyman  of  Exeter,  resulted  in 
3  gentlemen  voting  in  the  affirmative  and  197  gentlemen  vot- 
ing in  the  negative,  and  the  amendment  was  not  adopted.

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  of  section  4  and  inserting 
the  following: 

Sect.  4.  The  Commissioner  of  Labor  shall  have  power, 
in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  to  enter  and  inspect  any  public 
institution  of  the  state,  and  any  factory,  workshop,  or  other 
place  where  labor  is  employed.  He  may  furnish  a  written  or 
printed  list  of  interrogatories  asking  information  essential 
to  a  proper  discharge  of  his  duties,  to  any  person,  company,  or 
corporation  employing  labor,  and  require  full  and  complete 
answers  thereto.  And  if  any  person  or  officers  of  any  com- 
pany or  corporation  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  answer,  within 
a  reasonable  time,  any  proper  question  propounded  to  him  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Labor;  or  if  any  person  or  officers  of  any 
company  or  corporation  to  whom  a  list  of  interrogatories  has 
been  furnished,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  fully  and  truthfully 
answer  and  return  the  same,  such  person  or  such  officer  of 
such  company  or  corporation  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor.  The  Commissioner  of  Labor  shall  report  to 
the  prosecuting  attorney  of  the  proper  county  all  such  viola^ 
tions  of  this  act;  whereupon  such  prosecuting  attorney  shall 
proceed  against  the  persons  guilty  thereof,  as  in  other  cases 
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of  misdemeanor;  and  any  person  or  any  officer  of  any  com- 
pany or  corporation  convicted  in  snch  proceedings  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or 
shall  be  confined  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  ten  or  more 
than  ninety  days,  or  shall  be  both  fined  and  imprisoned  with- 
in the  above  limits. 

The  Chair  ruled  that  the  amendment  was  not  in  order,  the 
same  words  having  been  already  stricken  out  from  the  bill.

The  officers  named  in  section  1,  upon  receiving  a 
written  statement  under  oath  of  twenty  citizens  of  good  char- 
acter, that  they  know  or  believe  that  any  building,  or  part 
thereof  designated  by  them,  situated  in  their  town  or  city,  is 
being  used  for  any  of  the  purposes  named  in  section  4  of  chap- 
ter 205  of  the  Public  Statutes,  reciting  facts  tending  to  prove 
their  statements  which  seem  to  be  true,  and  if  proved  would 
be  sufficient  to  warrant  the  granting  of  an  injunction,  shall 
forthwith  file  an  information  or  petition  and  prosecute  it  to 
final  judgment,  without  granting  any  indulgence  or  delay  to 
the  defendants,  and  if  an  injunction  is  obtained  cause  the  same 
to  be  properly  and  speedily  served.  For  any  neglect  to  perform 
the  duties  imposed  upon  them  by  this  section,  they  shall  for- 
feit the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

(Mr.  Lyman  of  Exeter  in  the  chair.)

EEPOETS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Messrs.  French,  Clark,  Beattie,  Kimball,  Winslow,  Smith, 
Wellington,  Leddy,  and  Lang,  a  majority  of  the  Committee  on 
Eailroads,  to  whom  was  referred  "An  act  in  relation  to  sale  of 
mileage  books,"  reported  the  bill  with  the  following  state- 
ment of  facts: 

The  promoters  of  this  bill  ask  for  its  passage  for  their  con- 
venience, and  because  the  Boston  and  Maine  and  Fitchburg 
railroads  now  sell  tickets  of  the  character  asked  for,  namely: 

One  thousand  mile  mileage  tickets  goo'd  to  bearer  at  3  cents 
per  mile,  and  they  all  say  this  is  a  perfectly  satisfactoiy  and 
reasonable  ticket  for  those  roads  to  sell. 

The  Maine  Central  and  Grand  Trunk  railroads  now  sell 
1,000-mile  mileage  tickets  at  2  cents  per  mile,  good  to  the  per- 
son who  signs  the  contract  and  whose  name  is  written  therein. 
The  ]\Iaine  Central  also  sells  a  500-mile  mileage  ticket  good  to 
bearer,  at  2^  cents  per  mile. 

The  following  facts  appeared  from  the  evidence  offered  be- 
fore the  committee: 

Grade  on  Maine  Central  railroad  between  Bartlett  line  and 
Bemis,  and  between  Fabyan's  and  Crawford's,  about  8  miles. 
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75  to  85  feet  per  mile,  and  between  Bemis  and  Crawford's,  a 
distance  of  about  8  miles,  there  is  a  continuous  grade  of  116 
feet  per  mile. 

Cost  of  running  train  per  train  mile  on  whole  system,  for 
year  ending  June  30,  1898:  Maine  Central  railroad,  97  cents, 
while  on  the  Boston  and  Maine  it  is  80  cents. 

Whole  number  of  passengers  carried  per  mile  of  road,  whole 
system,  for  year  ending  June  30,  1898:  Maine  Central,  3,544; 
Fitchburg,  9,111;  Boston  and  Maine,  18,761. 

Net  earnings  per  mile  of  road  for  year  ending  June  30,  1898, 
whole  system:  Maine  Central,  $1,961.04;  Boston  and  Maine, 
$3,289.53;  Fitchburg,  $1,187.58. 

It  also  appeared  that  the  Maine  Central  operates  100.15 
miles  of  road  in  New  Hampshire,  through  a  sparsely  popu- 
lated country;  that  the  entire  local  population,  including  six 
towns  in  Vermont,  is  abolit  21,000;  that  the  whole  line  in  New 
Hampshire  is  operated  at  a  very  heavy  loss  to  the  Maine  Cen- 
tral railroad  each  year. 

The  Grand  Trunk  operates  3,512  miles  of  road  and  only  52 
miles  in  New  Hampshire.  The  Atlantic  and  St.  Lawrence 
division  extends  from  Portland,  Me.,  to  Canada  line,  a  dis- 
tance of  166  miles.  That  part  of  the  road  in  New  Hampshire 
has  not  paid  operating  expenses  during  the  last  ten  years  and 
the  Atlantic  and  St.  Lawrence  division  has  been  operated  dur- 
ing the  last  eight  years  at  an  average  loss  of  about  $250,000 
per  year.  The  average  passenger  earning  of  the  whole  system 
for  1898  was  only  about  $1,800  per  mile  as  against  more  than 
$5,000  pel'  mile  on  the  Boston  and  Maine.  The  whole  number 
of  passengers  carried  per  mile  in  1898  was  less  than  1,900  per 
mile  as  against  more  than  18,000  per  mile  on  the  Boston  and 
Maine. 

Its  capital  stock  is  a  little  more  than  $55,000  per  mile,  yet 
it  has  not  been  able  to  earn  a  4  per  cent  dividend  on  more  than 
one  fifth  of  its  stock  since  1887,  and  it  has  not  earned  a  divi- 
dend on  about  125  millions  of  its  stock  for  many  years.  The 
mileage  book  on  the  Atlantic  and  St.  Lawrence  division  is  the 
same  in  character  and  price  as  the  Maine  Central,  and  in  New 
Hampshire  it  runs  through  the  same  kind  of  territory. 
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During  the  years  1892-3-4,  the  Grand  Ti-nnk  railway  and 
the  Maine  Central  railroad  sold  a  mileage  book,  good  to  bearer, 
containing  2,500  coupons  at  2  cents  per  mile.  Their  local 
passenger  earnings  were  so  materially  reduced  that  they  took 
off  this  book  and  adopted  those  which  they  now  sell.  After 
this  change,  the  local  passenger  earnings  immediately  assumed 
their  normal  proportion. 

The  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  bill  becomes  a 
law  it  will  seriously  reduce  the  net  earnings  of  both  the  roads 
affected  by  it. 

The  committee  is  also  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  unjust 
to  compel  the  roads  affected  by  this  bill  to  render  the  same 
service  and  the  same  accommodations  at  the  same  price  as 
those  given  by  the  stronger  roads,  which  are  situated  so  as  to 
perform  the  same  service  at  a  much  smaller  cost. 

It  being  conceded  that  all  roads  should  receive  a  reasonable 
compensation  for  the  service  rendered  to  the  public,  and  that 
what  is  a  reasonable  compensation  must  be  determined  upon 
cost  of  road,  cost  of  maintenance,  cost  of  operating,  volume  of 
business,  etc.,  it  is  apparent  that  it  would  be  unjust  and  ineq- 
uitable to  compel  the  Grand  Ttunk  and  Maine  Central  rail- 
road to  render  the  same  service  at  the  same  price  as  the  Boston 
and  Maine  and  the  Fitchburg.     Therefore:,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Messrs.  Stockwell,  Willoby,  and  Pelren,  a  minority  of  the 
committee,  reported  the  same  with  the  recommendation, — 
that  the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

The  report  of  the  majority  of  the  committee  was  accepted 
and  Mr.  French  of  Moultonborough  moved  that  the  bill  and 
reports  be  laid  upon  the  table  to  be  printed  and  made  the 
special  order  for  Thursday,  March  9,  at  10.15  o'clock  in  the 
morning. 

Mr.  Cogswell  of  Gilmanton  moved  to  amend  the  motion  by 
making  the  bills  and  reports  the  special  order  for  this  morning 
at  11  o'clock. 

(Discussion  ensued.) 

The  amendment  to  the  motion  did  not  prevail. 
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The  motion  was  carried  and  tlie  bill  and  reports  were  laid 
upon  the  table  to  be  printed  and  made  the  special  order  for 
Thursday;  March  9,  at  10.15  o'clock  in  the  morning. 

Mr.  Wakefield,  for  the  Committee  on  Appropriations,  to 
whom  was  referred  "An  act  in  relation  to  the  administration 
of  the  State  Prison,"  reported  the  same  Avith  the  recommenda- 
tion,— that  the  bill  ougbt  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third 
reading. 

Mr.  Lang,  for  the  Committee  on  Railroads,  to  whom  was 
referred  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  sale  of  coupon  mileage 
books  by  the  railroads  of  the  state,"  reported  the  same  with  the 
resolution, — that  the  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Small  of  Eochester,  the  House  voted  to 
resolve  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  for  the  considera- 
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tion  of  the  Joint  resolutio-n.     Mr.  Little  of  Manchester  was 
appointed  by  the  Speaker  as  chairman  of  the  committee. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pillsbnry  of  Londoncleny,  the  committee 
rose. 

HOUSE. 

The  committee,  having  risen,  submitted  the  following  re- 
port: 

The  Committee  of  the  Whole,  having  had  under  considera- 
tion "Joint  resolution  to  provide  state  pay  for  soldiers  who 
served  in  the  First  Regiment  of  New  Hampshire  Volunteers 
during  the  War  with  Spain,"  having  considered  the  same,  re- 
ported the  same  vnth  the  following  amendment  and  recom- 
mended its  passage: 

Amend  by  inserting  after  the  word  "discharged,"  in  the 
fourth  line:  "And  to  any  person  who  enlisted  in  the  United 
States  Navy,  and  who  received  an  honorable  discharge  on  or 
prior  to  the  date  of  discharge  of  the  First  Regiment,  New 
Hampshire  Volunteers,  from  such  service,  provided  that  such 
person  was  a  resident  of  New  Hampshire  at  the  time  of  en- 
listment;" so  that  the  said  section  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  the  sum  of  seven  dollars  per  month  be  paid 
to  all  honorably  discharged  soldiers  of  the  First  Regiment  of 
the  New  Hampshire  Volunteers  who  received  an  honorable 
discharge,  and  to  any  person  who  enlisted  in  the  United  States 
Navy,  and  who  received  an  honorable  discharge  on  or  prior  to 
the  date  of  the  discharge  of  the  First  Regiment,  New  Hamp- 
shire Volunteers,  from  such  service,  provided  that  such  person 
was  a  resident  of  New  Hampshire  at  the  time  of  enlistment,, 
for  each  and  every  month  of  service  of  said  soldier  in  the  War 
with  Spain ;  and,  in  the  case  of  the  death  of  any  of  the  said 
soldiers,  said  sum  shall  be  paid  to  his  widow  or  nearest  heir. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  following  amendments  to  the  amendment,  offered  by 
Mr.  Pillsbury  of  Londonderry,  were  severally  adopted: 

Amend. the  amendment  by  adding,  after  the  word  "soldier" 
in  the  fourth  line  from  the  last,  the  words  "and  sailor,"  and 
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after  the  word  "soldiers/'^  in  the  second  line  from  the  last, 
the  words  "and  sailors." 

The  amendment  to  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

The  amendment  was  adojjted. 

The  joint  resolution  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pillsbury  of  Londonderry,  the  rules  were 
suspended  and  the  joint  resolution  read  a  third  time  and  passed 
and  sent  to  the  Senate  for  concurrence. 

TAKEN  FROM  THE  TABLE. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cleme-nt  of  Wan-en,  "An  act  to  provide 
for  the  sale  of  coupon  mileage  books  by  the  railroads  of  the 
Btate"  and  the  accompanying  committee  report  were  taken 
from  the  table  and,  on  motion  of  the  same  gentleman,  were 
laid  upon  the  table  and  made  the  special  order  for  Thursday, 
March  9,  at  10.30  o'clock  in  the  morning.

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  6  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

Sect.  6.  The  selectmen  of  towns  and  the  mayors  of  cities 
may  appoint  not  exceeding  three  liquor  agents,  on  or  before 
April  1  of  each  year,  provided  the  city  government  or  town 
votes  to  have  liquor  agents  in  such  cities  or  towns  for  the  en- 
suing year,  to  sell  pure  spirituous  and  malt  liquors  for  medic- 
inal, mechanical,  scientific,  and  sacramental  purposes,  who 
shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  or  until  another  is  appointed, 
but  may  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  mayor  or  selectmen 
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for  cause,  and  shall  be  removed  by  them  for  any  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  chapter  112  of  the  Public  Statutes  or  amend- 
ments thereto.  No  inn-keeper,  or  keeper  of  any  place  of  public 
entertainment,  or  any  person  who  has  been  convicted  of  the 
violation  of  any  provisions  of  said  chapter,  shall  receive  or 
hold  the  appointment,  nor  shall  the  agency  be  located  or  kept 
in  any  hotel,  drug-store,  saloon,  or  place  of  public  entertain- 
ment, or  any  place  where  liquor  is  sold  in  violation  of  the  law. 

The  following  amendment,  offered  by  Mr.  Eemich  of  Little- 
ton, was  adopted: 

Amend  section  8  by  striking  out,  in  the  58th  and  59th  lines 
of  said  section,  the  words  "in  a  room  by  itself,  separate  from 
any  other  business." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bartlett  of  Manchester,  the  rules  were 
suspended  and  the  bill  read  a  third  time  by  its  title  and  passed 
and  sent  to  the  Senate  for  concurrence. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Eemich  of  Littleton, — Resolved,  That 
when  the  House  adjourns  this  afternoon  it  be  to  meet  at  8.30 
o'clock  this  evening. 

MESSAGE  FKOM  THE  SENATE. 

A  message  from  the  Honorable  Senate,  by  its  clerk,  an-

Section  1.  The  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  is  hereby 
annually  appropriated  for  the  years  1899  and  1900,  for  the  use 
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of  the  New  Hampshire  Horticulture  Society,  to  be  expended 
under  the  direction  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  in  pro- 
moting the  horticultural  interests  of  the  state. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Eemich  of  Littleton,  the  amendments 
were  concurred  in  and  the  bill  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to 
be  engrossed.

Messrs.  Remich  and  Pillsbury,  for  the  Committee  of  Con- 
ference, to  whom  was  referred  "An  act  to  equalize  the  school 
privileges  of  the  towns  and  cities  of  the  State,"  reported  the 
same  with  ,the  recommendation, — that  the  House  recede 
from  its  non-concurrence  on  the  Senate  amendments. 
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On  motion  of  Mr.  Eemich  of  Littleton,  the  House  voted  to 
recede  from  its  position  and  to  conenr  in  the  Senate  amend- 
ments, and  the  bill  was  sent  to  the  Secretar}'  of  State  to  be  en- 
grossed.

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  prevailed. 
The  amendment  was  adopted. 
The  resolution  was  adopted.

Ee-number  section  2  as  section  3,  and  section  3  as  section  4, 
and  amend  title  by  striking  out  all  the  words  after  the  words 
"Supreme  Court  in  the"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words  "counties  of  Strafford  and  Belknap." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bartlett  of  Manchester,  the  amendments 
to  the  bill  and  to  the  title  were  concurred  in  and  the  bill  was 
sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State  to  be  engrossed.

away,  too,  Mr.  Speaker,  a  deep  sense  of  gratitude  for  all  this 
House  has  done  for  me.
